Cleveland, O., Dec. 10.—Receiver Her¬ 
bert W. Bell, appointed by Judge Bab¬ 
cock In Common Pleas Court on behalf 
of Ranker Herbert D. Xetvion, of 
Brookline.

C$2,106,000), 1,800 st«ure* of Caledonian Rail¬ 
way stock of Scotland valued at one mill¬ 
ion one hundred and forty-six thousand 
dollar* ($1,146,000), and bonds of the Unit¬ 
ed Slates Steel Corporation of New' Jer¬ 
sey. bearing Are (b) per cent- intenem of 
the par value of seven million ($7,000,(00) 
dollars.

Payment of the Inoome. 

"The Income from the above described

More “Agreements” Found. 

Attorney A. A. Stearns, representing 
Herbert D. Newton, made an authorita¬ 
tive statement this afternoon concern¬ 
ing the securities that were found In 
the package* loft with Irl Reynolds 
by Mrs. Chadwick. 

Package nurriber one contained a 
note made payable to Cassie L. Chad¬ 
wick. dated May 20. 1962. for $5,006,000 
and payable in fifteen memtha. It was 
pigned with rhe name of Andrew Car¬ 
negie. 

Jn package number one was also a, 
trust agreement, dated February- 27, 


1901. and signed "Andrew Carnegie." 
purporting to be a receipt for eecurltles 
delivered to Andrew Carnegie by Fred¬ 
erick R. Mason, deceased* uncle of 
CrsisJ e L. Chadwick, the value of the 
securities being placed at $7,500,000 and 
to be productive of income. These se¬ 
curities purported to be bondb of the 
United State* Steel Corporation, the 
Caledonian railway, of Scotland and 
the Great Weetern railway of England. 

Package number two contained a 
duplicate copy of the tnr*t agreement. 

Package number three contained a 
promissory note for $1,800, signed' by 
Emily and Daniel Pine, and made pay¬ 
able to Oaesle L. Chadwick, and a 
mortgage securing fihe same. 

APPOINT ANOTHER RECEIVER. 

Restraining Order Issued, However, 

On Application of Receiver Looser. 

Cleveland. Dec. 10.—The Common 
Plena Court to-day appointed H. W. 
Bell, local representative of a guaranty 
company, ns receiver on I **haif of 
Banker Herbert D. Newton, of Brook¬ 
line. Mrs*., in the latter's action against 
Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick. 

Lengthy argument* were made by 
Attorney Stearns, representing Mr 
Newton, and Attorney Grossman, repre¬ 
senting Receiver Looser, who had been 
appointed by the Federal Court. The 
latter contended that the appointment 
of a receiver by the Federal Court 
barred the appointment of another re¬ 
ceiver by a court of lesser jurisdiction. 
Judge BalK-ock. however, took the view 
that no official knowledge of the ap¬ 
pointment of a receiver had been 
brought to the attention of the court 
and In view of that fact appointed Mr. 
Bell. Judge Babcock asked Mr. Rtaame, 
representing the plaintiff, w'hat his Idea 
was in fixing the amount of bond of the 
receioer. Mr. Stearns replied that be 
thought the alleged securities and 
t^>nda owned by Mr*. Chadwick to be 
of little value. Thereupon Judge Bab¬ 
cock fixed -the bond of the receiver at 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Receiver Looser and his attorney at 
once left the Federal building to apply 
for an injunction restraining Mr. Bell 
from acting. 

On the application of Receiver Leaser 
the United State* Cburt later granted 
an injunction against the firm of Carr, 
Stearns & Chamberlain, attorneys for 
Herbert D. NewTon. and H. W. Bell, 
who has been appointed by the Com¬ 
mon Plea* Court, restraining them from 
taking possession of any securities or 
other property of Mr*. Caasle L. Chad¬ 
wick. pending a final hearing. 

The action Is made returnable Decem¬ 
ber 17. A United State* Deputy Mar¬ 
shal left Immediately to serve the pa¬ 
pers. 

NEWTON TALK8 AT LENGTH. 


Absolves the Rev. Charles A. Eaton 
of Any Wrong Doing. 

Boston. Dec. 10.—In an interview to¬ 
day concerning the Chadwick case Her¬ 
bert D. Newton said: 

"Now that Mrs. (Tbadwrtok has been 
arrested l thin-k that It I* my duty to 
show up the whole miserable fabric of 
falsehood that ha* been worked on the 
country. What the total liabilities may 
be I do not know', but l do knou r that 
she could never have borrowed the 
money she did In the manner she did 
without some one as an aooomprice. 

“How she worked that I am not sure. 
I learn that oert-aln package*, alleged 
to con tain several mil Hon* In securities, 
have been opened In Cleveland and that 
they were worthless, I don't know thl* 
officially. I have simply heard it. But 
if It 5s true I would Uke to have wonve- 
one tell me how It was that the w'onrmn 
Induced Irl Reynold* to eign hi* name 
t • a -*t of secur ties and then have 
that signature vouched for by one of 
the moat prominent ministers in Cleve¬ 
land ? 

‘ That It was vouched for there I* no 
doubt. I saw the voucher and the hat 
of ••‘••untie* that Mrs. Chadwick was 
suppose 1 to have deported In the Wade 
Park National Bank. The list of securt- 
tie* was signed by Mr. Reynold* as be¬ 
ing in h’• po^sesaion, and hL.signature 
was vouched 'or bv the F*v. Charles 
A. Raton"

Another Statement By Newton. 

Mr. Newton made anotner statement 
t)h4* afternoon to clear and establish 
In the public nfind. he said, how he 
came to be flnan.vta.Hy involved with 
Mr* Chadwick. 

"Mrs. <5hadw5ck came to Boston lar>t 
April," said Mr. Newton. ’She was 
sent here by Rev. Charles A. Eaton, 
pais tor of the End id-avenue BspUfl 
church of Cleveland. Dr. Eaton had 
been appealed to by her a4 a woman 
In d4?Tress, and hnd acted as a pastor 
[to help her out. She came to the of¬ 
fice of Mr. John E. Eaton, in the 
Tremont building, w'here Mr. Newton 
j is a member of the law firm of Baton. 
McKrright <fc Carver. From Dr. Eaton, 
of (.’level and. carried his instruction* 

to give her assistance, ir. after exami¬ 
nation of her securities, her statements 
oouJd be verified. 

"It was In Mr. Eaton's office In the 
Tremont building that Mr John E. 
Eaton introduced Mrs. Cha&nUck to me. 

"At this meeting Mrs Chadwick 
showed me the securities she held, and 
among them was the $500,000 note sign¬ 
ed ‘Andrew Carnegie,* arid also the cer¬ 
tificate signed by Irl Reynolds which 
etned that he had In his peasesrion 
$5,000,000 In securities belonging to Mrs. 
Chadwick. We oomummicated with tb* 
Rev. Dr. Eaton and he confirmed the 
signature of Mr. Irl Reynolds. 

• • • 

Signatures Not Verified. 

"The signature on the $500,000 Carne¬ 
gie note was never verified beyond 
Mr*. Chadwick s own statement*. 

"The Rev. Dr. Eaton In verifying the 
signature of Iri Reynolds spoke In the 
highest terms of the character and 
business standing of Mr. Reynolds. 
Later Mr. Reynolds personally ac¬ 
knowledged hi* signature certificate of 
securities, and the strictem Inquiry 
showed that Mr. Reynold* wa* sup¬ 
posed to enjoy in the etty of Cleveland 
the reputation of being a man of the 
highest Integrity and honor. So In this 
way you can »ee that both representa¬ 
tions made b^' the Rev. Dr. Eaton have 
been fully certified. 

"Upon these representations I decid¬ 
ed to help Mrs. Chadwick and agr-ed 
to let her have $14,000. I paid the mon‘y 
to John E. Eaton and he gave Mrs. 
Chadwick hi* check. After this first 
loan I negotiated with Mrs. Chadwick 
myself and made the loans under which 
she became *o heavily Indebted to me.

Eatons Acted In Good Faith- 

"T believe that both Eatons acted in 
perfect good faith In the Introduction 
and their confidences were abused, as 
were those of many other person*. 

“I want to say In conclusion." said 
Mr. Newton, "that Percy W. Carver, of 
the firm of Eaton. Me Knight A Carver, 
knew nothing about my transactions 
with Mrs. Chadwick until after 1 (le-

Of Barge Load of Uitro- 
glycerine Oil the Ohio. 


TWO MILES ABOVE ASHLAND. 


THREE MEN AND CARGO BLOWN 
TO PIECES. 


THE SHOCK WAS TERRIFIC. 


Windows of Houses In Ashland and 
Cattlettsburg Shattered By 
Force of Explosion. 


PEOPLE BADLY FRIGHTENED. 


Ashland. Ky., Deo. 10.—[Special.J— 
For a few moments this afternoon tbs 
people of Ashland thought their earth¬ 
ly existence was about at an end* Ths 
shock came at 12:50 o’clock. The earth 
trembled like an aspen leaf. The door* 
of houses flew open and the gla«« In 
windows crumbled Into tiny fragments. 
Men ran out of their business houses, 
while women rustled out of dwellings 
frarvtk from fright. While many were 
cool enough to make some Inquiry a* 
to the cauae of the terrific shock, others 
ran about at random, declaring judg¬ 
ment day was upon the earth. 

In n short while after <hc shock had 
passed away rumors were rife to the 
effect that the big powder mill at Kel¬ 
logg. W. Va., had blown up. but soon 
the news reached here that the awful 
earthquake-like catastrophe was the 
result of the unaccountable explosion 
of a barge-load of nttro-glycerine, 
w'hlch had occurred In the Ohio river 
almost opposite Cliffeside Park, two 
miles above this city. How the $.200 
quarts of the powerful explosive was 
ignited will never be knowm, for the 
three men who were then in charge of 
the cargo, James Brcrwn, of Cleveland, 
O.; Frank McGugin and John Coghiin, 
of Parkersburg, W. Vfc., were blown to 
atoms. The life of the fourth man in 
the crew, Henry Brown, of Cleveland, 
O.. was saved by his landing at Cat- 
taUsburg at noon to get a check cash¬ 
ed and secure provisions. He was to 
meet the dangerous flotilla at Ash¬ 
land. 

• • • 

Loaded On a Barge. 


The nltro-glycerin w'a* loaded on a 
barge, which, was managed by four 
of the most expert Explosive handlers 
in the country. The men vowe d In two 
skiffs. The shipment was from North 
Pole, W. Va.. the only place along ths 
river where this most powerful and 
dangerous of explosives 1* nranufac- 
tured, and <x>nirigned to Frenger A 
Langley, the well-known oil contrac¬ 
tors of Maysvllle. 

Probably the nearest persons to ths 
accident, besides the * men who lost 
their lives, were passengers on a Cam¬ 
den Interstate system street cat which 
was passing a half mile iway when 
the explosion occurred- The trolley 
j>ole waa knocked from the wire by 
the force of the explosion and the glass 
In the windows smashed to bits. Pas¬ 
sengers on the oar give a most vivid 
description uf the awful affair. Ttiey 
say an immense volume of water with 
logs and other debris shot up Into ths 
air over 200 feet high, the fragment* 

shooting like arrows in every direction, 

• • • 

Bits of Flesh Picked Up. 


A crowd soon gathered on the banks 
of the river opposite where the disaster 
incurred, but hardly a vestige of ths 
floating cargo was left to tell the awful 
story of what h^d happened only a few 
minutes before. 

Small boys found small pieces of hu¬ 
man flesh pcaitterod about the river 
bank, and one good-rized portion of a 
human leg was found. This was a’l 
chat could be discovered of the men. 
Not a piece of window glare was left 
In the houere within a mile of the ex¬ 
plosion. and many windows were 
wrecked In Cat let tsburg and at. all 
points between there and Ashland. 

Not less than twenty gla seos war# 
broken in the window* of the Hotel 
Ventura here, and information from up 
the river Is that the shock was plainly 
felt at all point#, even a* far as Hunt¬

SOLE WHITE SURVIVOR 

OF CUSTER'S COMMAND. 


William McGee, Who Claims This 
Distinction, Arrested On the 
Charge of Homicide. 


New York. Dec. 10.—William McGee, 
who claims to be the sole white sur¬ 
vivor of Custer's command in the 
famous battle of the Little Big Horn. 
Is under arreat here charged with homi¬ 
cide. Late Thursday night he got into 
an argument -with Frank Mitchell, a 
salesman, over the proper motJ^>d for 
cooking a kidney stew. A quarrel fol¬ 
lowed and the men attacked each other 
with kitchen knives, the fracas having 
occurred in Mitchell's flat. 

McGee, who lived on the Western 
frontier forty years, declares Mitchell 
attacked him first and by practicing an 
old trick he felled his opponent, not. 
however, until he received a severe 
soalp wound. 

Mitchell did not appear badly off at 
the time, but he died twenty-four hours 
later. McGee was arrested In the mean¬ 
time In a newspaper office where he 
had gone to set the editor right regard¬ 
ing the story of the fight. 

In teVllng of his service in the army. 
McGee declared he was detached by 
Custer, Just before the massacre, to 
carry a message to MaJ. Reno, who was 
to have made a Joint attack with Cus¬ 
ter's troops on the Indians. 

McGee bears the scars of many 
wounds which he claims to have re¬ 
ceived before he reached Reno's forces. 
Recently he came here from Texas and 
has been canvassing for a magazine.

Frightened At Deficiency. 

The first week of Congress developa 
the fart that the deficiency In the 
Treasury ha* frightened the Adminis¬ 
tration leaders. and the word has been 
ja-roed to ruf down the appropriations 
In all of the great executive depart¬ 
ments of the Government, and in all of 
the general appropriation bills, includ¬ 
ing the River* and Harbors and Public 
Building Bill*. By making a short cut 
nil along the line the leaders hope to 
be able to pay out at the end of the 
next fiscal year. Should this fall, the 
Secretary of the Treasury will rely 
upon the issuing of "certificates of in¬ 
debtedness." It will be remembered that 
* law authorizing the Issuance of these 
certificates of Indebtedness was enact¬ 
ed in connection with the legislation 
necessary for the prosecution of the 
war with Fpain, the purpose being to 
supplement any deficiency in the rev¬ 
enue to meet the expenses of that war. 
When the war taxes were r^pea-led. 
however, Senator Aldrich and the other 
leaders in the Senate thought it wise to 
leave the «v>rtiflcate of Indebtedness 
statute standing, in < ase of an emerg¬ 
ency'. nnd that emergency now exists 
or perhaps will exist within a year. 
Of «*ourse, the issuing of these cer¬ 
tificates simply means that the Gov¬ 
ernment, notwithstanding Its high pro- 
iteotlve tariff, is compelled to go In debt 
when pence reigns within Its borders.

Rigid Economy Necessary. 

Perhaps the most serious cirt of all 
will he in *the Rivers nnd Harbors and 
Public Buildings bills, and each of these 
will he much smaller than Is now gen¬ 
erally suptxmed. and It would not be 
a surprise If one or both of these bills 
would he talked tf> their death In the 
SeiMite before file Session expires, espe¬ 
cially if they should he top-heavy To 
provide against this not Improbable 
contingency It is not unlikely that a 
measure will be adopted continuing th© 
permanent appropriations for river and 
narbor Improvement At any rate, it 
Is n^w quite clear that for the first 
time in eight years the Republican* 
find themselves where they must prao- 
tlee the most rigid economy and call a 
halt upon the frightful extravagance 
they have heretofore so recklessly In¬ 
dulged.

FEARED BUSINESS REVERSES. 


STRANGE STORY 


OF KIDNAPING IS RELATED BY 
LULU MCLAUGHLIN. 


Says She Was Taken To the Cat- 
skills and Forced To Do Drudg¬ 
ery On a Farm. 


N>w York, Dec. 10.—Lulu McLaugh¬ 
lin, who disappeared mysteriously fr m 
her home In Newark, N. J., on June 15. 
1903. was brought back to that city 
to-day, and restored to her mother, 
by a detective who say* that he f und 
her in ManorkiU. in the Catsklll moun¬ 
tains. 

The girl, who is fourteen years old, 
tella a story of having been kidnaped 
by a woman, taken to Manorkill. and 
compelled to doi nJl kinds of drudgery 
on a farm there. She ©ays she repeat¬ 
edly tried to communicate with her 
parent* but wtas so closely watched that 
she had no opoprtunity of mailing n 
letter or getting any word to them of 
her pWght. Since the girl’s disappear¬ 
ance her father ha* died. 

The detective says he found the girl 
at the home of Mrs. Elizabeth Rooke, 
In Mtonorkltl. 

Lulu say* that Mm. Rooke. who form¬ 
erly lived in Newark, told her one day 
that she was going away and asked 
the girl how she would like to go along. 
The child replied that *he would rt«k 
her mother about It. but was promptly 
cautioned by Mrs. Rooke, she says, not 
to speak to her mother. 

Mr*. Rooke. a few day* later, pro¬ 
posed that the girl go with her daugh¬ 
ter to Plainfield on a visit, and the 
child consumed. From Plainfield she 
say* she was brought to Now York, 
where she was met by Mrs. Rooke. who 
took her on a steamboat to Manor- 
kill. 


Morganfleld. Ky.. Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
At an early hour this morning this 
community was startled by the report 
that James E. Harrington, a prominent ; 
merchant, farmer and grain dealer. ■ 
had committed suicide. He was found 
banging from a loft rafter In his sta- j 
hie, his feet touching the ground. Mr. 
Harrington arose a little before 7 
o’clock, and. after looking after the 
fires, went out to the stable to feed I 
his stock. Shortly after he had gone 
out Mr. R. M. S*gler knocked at tbs j 
door of the Harrington home and In- ! 
qulred for Mr. Harrington. 'HI* call 
was for the purpose of making a deal 
for some com. 

Mr. Sigler wa!t?d a while, and. as he 
did not return to the house. Mr. John 
Waller, hi* father-in-law. went bo the 
stable to look for him. He was horri¬ 
fied to find the body hanging from a 
rafter. It could not have been more 1 
than thirty minutes after he left the 
house, yet life was extinct. The body 
was cut down and carried Into the 
house. On going to the stable Har- | 
rlngton procured a halter that had a 
ring attached to one end. He placed 
the other end through this, making a 
noose. He then climbed up into the 
loft, removed a plank, fastened the 
halter to the rafter and Jumped down. 
The fall must hAve brokert hi* neck, as 
he was dead when found and his feet , 
rested on the ground. The fall caused i 
the ring to cut a gash In the right side 
of his head.

A small edition of the Chadwick case 
was reported to W. J. Sullivan, chief of 
detectives, last night by W. T. Gividen, 
School Superintendent of Oldham coun¬ 
ty.

It was a case of a man procuring rhe 
signatures nf women and then duping 
a bank official. 

W. H. Haynes arrived In Oldham 
county a few days ago and represented 
that he was the agent for a new oourse 
of "Encyclopedia Reference Study." He 
had a proposition that readily appealed 
to school teachers and he presented it 
In a mo«t convincing manner. He 
agreed to deliver the entire cour.-e 
without charge unless It proved satis¬ 
factory and only ns^ed the schoolmis¬ 
tress to affix her signature to a blank 
application, which, as it then read, did 
not make her Liable for the payment of 
any money. It was merely an applica¬ 
tion for the course, which was to come 
free of charge. Seventeen teachers ac¬ 
cepted the proposition. The entire cost 
of the course was to be $9.76 and that 
amount was written on the slip, but in 
a place where it cHd not make the 
teacher responsible. It was a gr aby re¬ 
duced rate, "ns the company was anx¬ 
ious to get the course In wide circula¬ 
tion before the first of the year." 

The swindler took the signatures to 
Mr. Gividen and asked him to "O. K." 
them, which he readily did. as he was 
certain that they were genuine. The 
"agent" then went to his hotel, where 
he. It is charged, transformed the appli¬ 
cations. by use of chemicals in erasing 
words. Into Joint notes. 

Hayres then called at the Newcastle 
Bank arid- raid he desired to discount 
the notes. Teh total was $165.75, hut he 
agreed to accept $150. Ths was pail 
him and he speedily disappeared. It 
was not Jong before the alleged swin¬ 
dle was discovered. It was then learned 
that he had registered at the hote. as 
W. H. Thorp. When last seen he pur- 
tihased a ticket to Northvllle, from 
which place he is supposed to have 
gone to Cincinnati. He was about 
twenty-five years of age, five fe-rt. sev¬ 
en inehej high, smooth shaven and well 
dressed. 

Mr. Gividen came to Louisville la*t 
night and called upon Chief Sullivan. 
He visited the local hotels hut failed 
to find any trace of the man. It is 
understood that the swindle has beeen 
"worked" in several parts of the South 
recently. The transform*tlort of the 
application blanks into notes is a clever 
piece of work and has succeeded in de¬ 
ceiving every banker to whom the fake 
notes Wave been presented.

I from ether trities. Dr. Howard Percy 
Deady, of Liberty. N. Y.. to-night de¬ 
livered a lecture on outdoor treatment 
for tuberculoate. President Roosevelt 
sent a letter of regret at his inability to 
attend. 

The lecture was under the auspices of 
the Washington Homeopathic Medical 
Society. Dr. Deady nmin*tain«d that 
fresh air. as the basis of hygienic treat¬ 
ment for phthisis, has held general and 
professional favor for centuries. He 
said (that while*there may be the widest 
diversity of opinion a* to rhe respective 
merits of the different resorts, no loca¬ 
tion was without climatic virtue In 
which consumptives may safely spend 
twenty-four hours in the open air. 

During the past three years, he said. 

, It had mm* to be the rule rather than 
the exception for the tuberculasb® pa- 
f tlents to spend the major portion of 
tw’enty-four hours during the summer 
and fait months In tent life or open 
porch. He spoke of the result of winter 
outdoor sleeping during the past, two 
seasons, and cited cases where the ef¬ 
fect was so marked that numbers of 
other patients followvd the same course. 
Tt was remarkable, he said, that th<*a* 
cases seemed wellnlirh immune to colds; 
the regukir disease exuberations are 
reduced to a minimum, and the pa¬ 
tients became attached to this regimen. 
He said that some of the most delicate 
invalids claim to enjoy the greatest de¬ 
gree of comfort sleeping In the open 
air during cold weather. 

He sounded a note of warning, how¬ 
ever. when he said that a distinction 
must he sharply drawm between fresh 
air and exposure. At all times, he said, 
tb* patient must be kept warm and 
dry.

THOUGHT TO BE MAN 

WHO ROBBED POST-OFFICE. 


President Newman Hopes That Mr. 
Dehler Dees Not Intend 
To Resign. 


Charles Cline Denies Charge—Says 
His Home la In Hen¬ 
derson. 


Mr. tV. H. Newman, president of the 
Board of Comimiiwioners for the Cen- 
tra.l Asylum for the Inwane at Lake¬ 
land. said yesterday that he was not 
aware that Mr. Dehler had resigned. 

"I sincerely hope.” added Mr- New¬ 
man. ’That there IS no truth In the 
* La t emend. Mr. Dehler Is a practical 
business man and takes great interest 
In the Institution, although he gets no 
compensation And Is a very busy man. 
If there Is any friction In the Board 
of Commissioners I am not aware of It. 

"After a personal Investigation and 
•x&irunatlon of the records and trans¬ 
actions of the asylum for several years 
back I wish to state tnat there Is less 
politics and more practical business in 
the affairs of the Institution than there 
has been At any previous time for many 
years. I believ* this Is admitted by 
all who have haul business dealings with 
the asylum management, as well as 
by connected with the institution. 

"As for the matters of ^ar fare and 
coal bills*. If the facts are desired, they 
are an follows: The commissioners 
were formerly allowed seventy-five 
cemli car fare for each trip to the 
asylum. The present Board some time 
ago reduced this to thirty-five cents 
because the round trip fAre to Lake¬ 
land had been reduced to thirty-five 
cents. The board has made many simi¬ 
lar reductions in the line of economy 

"A9 for the expense for coal I will 
state during the three months Just 
prior to Gov. Beck horn’s assuming the 
executive choir, and whenXmy prede¬ 
cessor w>9« president of the board. In 
December. 1899, the et*al bill was 
$5,687.48; In January. 1900. $5,204. and 
In February, 1900, $4,090. and the records 
show a bill for every month in every 
year, 

"The largest coal bill paid by the 
institution under the present manage¬ 
ment was $3,788.70, and the smallest 
$276.10, our last June bill. During Sep- 
tenvber we purchased no coal, having 
taken In two months’ supply in the 
former month's bill account of cars be¬ 
ing available for loading. 

"The oommlPAloners as a body take 
great Interest and give a great dea.1 
of their valuable time to the institu¬ 
tion, for which I am grateful and 
which I am sure the State appreciates." 

Mr. Dehler is In New York and an 
expression of his lntemtlons could not 
be received. 

GROUND COVERED WITH

Harry A Appling brought suit yes¬ 
terday for an Injunction against the 
Kentucky Heating Company and Louis¬ 
ville Gas Company in order to effect 
an arrangement by which lie may be 
allowed to burn mixed gae for illumi¬ 
nating purposes supplied him by the 
Kentucky Heating Company. Other- 
; wise, he claim*, he will have to U€* 
, lamps and candles or dwell In dark- 
rveas throughout the winter at hi® resi¬ 
dence at Thirtieth and Chestnut streets. 

Some time ago in one of its tilts In 
the courts the Gas Company secured 
a permanent Injunction against the 
Heating Company to prevent lit from 
selling mixed or manufactured gas for 
illumlniatlhg purposes upon the gTound 
that ft violated the Gas Company's 
exclusive char ter. During the cold 
weather the Kentucky Heating Com¬ 
pany has to re-enforce Rs pressure of 
natural gas with manufactured gas. 
When the manufactured gas runs Into 
the pipe® the Kentucky Heating Com¬ 
pany is compelled by The Gas Com¬ 
pany's injunction to shut off its cus¬ 
tomers using their gas for UlumAna.tlng 
purposes. Mr. Appling, however, doss 
not live where he can tap the Louis¬ 
ville Gas Company's mains, and If he 
cannot use the Kentucky Hearting Com¬ 
pany's g.t« he can get no gas at all 
for Illuminating purposes. Therefore 
he pleads hds right as a drisen to do 
what he wan> with the Kentucky 
Heating Company’s gas after he geia 
It on his premises, namely, to bum It 
either for light or heat in spite of the 
provision® of the Louisville Gas Com¬ 
pany's charter or the injunction up¬ 
holding R. 

Cannot Contest a WilL 

The creditors of hedr*-a.t-law are re¬ 
fused the right to comeet a will In 
a declMou rendered by Judge O’Doherty 
yesterday at Joint evasion. He holds 
that If the claimants In question were 
given such a privilege it would he 
against public policy and cause end 
less con fuel on and strife. The case was 
that of Daniel Brooks. El V. Thomp¬ 
son and W. F. Adams, who are the 
creditors of Fulton G. and Henry C. 
Paine to the extent of several thousand 
dollars. They sued to set aside the 
will of the father of their debtors. L. 
M. Paine, who left a considerable es¬ 
tate, naming the Louisville Trust Com¬ 
pany ae executor. The two sons In 
question received but Mttle under the 
will, giving the creditors practically 
nothing to levy upon when the estate 
was divided. Believing that If the es¬ 
tate was divided according to law* Ful¬ 
ton G. and Henry C. Paine would have 
enough to satisfy the debts in ques¬ 
tion the creditor® then brought suit 
to break the will. They c>3tmed that 
It was void because It was executed 
before the testator w as # married. 
Whether this was a fact or nort never 
entered Into consideration of the case. 
The defendants demurred to the action 
cm the ground that the creditors had 
no legal right to make the contest, and 
It was this demurrer wh’oh Judge 
O’Doherty sustained. He holds that the 
Oourt of Appeals has already laid down 
ample authority for the conclusion. 

To Try Young Murder Case. 

The case of Harry O- Young, under 
Indictment tof the murder of hi® for¬ 
mer friend. H. C. Debo, is set for trial 
In the Criminal Court Monday, and 
will no doubt be taken up. Both rep¬ 
resent alive* fior the Commonwealth 
and defense say that they will be ready 
to go Into their case® if the wit¬ 
nesses materialize, as it Is expected 
they will.

HIS SECOND LECTURE. 


Southern Court Renders Interesting 
Decision Regarding Life of 
Transportation. 


The Central Pasaenger Association is 
sending out to its members a letter 
quoting an extract from the Railway 
and Engineering Review regarding he 
(life of a railroad ticket. A decision 
as id the life of a railroad ticket, which 
has attracted attention in Louisville 
and other cKies, was recently rendered 
In favor of the Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany by the Civil Court of Appeals at 
San Antonio, Texas. This decision holds 
that a ticket which Is not used wlth.n 
a reasonable length of time after its 
purchase is barred by the statute of 
limitation. 

The periodical is quoted as follows; 
"The case arose out of the sale of a 
ticket by the Southern Pacific In April. 
1885, entitling the hr/ider to transporta¬ 
tion from Houston to San Antonio. The 
nun who bought it#died without using 
It and flfteeen years afterward it was 
sold to a man who presented It to a 
Southern Pacific conductor. The latter 
refu»ed to accept It, and the man, re¬ 
fusing to pay his fare, was ejected from 
the train. In deciding against the pas¬ 
senger in his damage suit for ejectment 
the court held that ‘It was never con¬ 
templated that the ticket should be held 
for nearly half of an average lifetime 
before it was presented for the purpose 
for which it was purchased.* *’

SLOT MACHINES ARE CONFIS¬ 
CATED IN PARIS. 


Saloonkeepers Indicted and Put Un¬ 
der Heavy Bond To Appear 
In Court. 


Paris. Ky.. Dec. 10.—rSpeclal.]—vSher- 
iff W. W. Mitchell to-day made quite a 
record as a slot machine '•butter** and 
he proved to be as expert at the busi¬ 
ness as Carrie Nation at saloon smash¬ 
ing. Under orders from special Judge 
Carroll, w*ho is presiding at the pre?ent 
term of Circuit Court here, the Sheriff 
made a search of all saloons In the city 
and confiscated all the slot machines 
he could find.

THE REAL MARY TUDOR. 

It all happened hundred* of years ago, 
and It Is being re-enacted again to-day— 
the romance of Mary Tudor nnd Charles 
Hr* ml on. F!*at we had the novel, “When 
Knighthood Was In Flower;** then came 
the piny of that title; now comes the*HL 
tle opera treating the earn** subject and 
be iring the name, “The Madcap Prln- 
cva*.** 

To hark hark to the original* in this 
most f irdnatlng of royal romance** it 
will be found that the lady who has 
carried the sobriquet of the ’madcap prin¬ 
ce®*’’ was the youngest daughter of 
Henry Vll. of the Tudor line and a sister 
of the more notorious Henry VIII. She 
was born in 1497. At. the age of seven¬ 
teen she was betrothed (a contract which 
was subsequently broken) to Charles, 
Prince of Castile, afterward the famou* 
Emperor. Charle* V. Th.* design of her 
mulch making royal brother out of the 
way. the high-spirited and sentimental 
girl thought that she tvould now have 
some sny in the disposal of her heart 
and hand, but she reckoned without 
brother Harry. Just about that time—the 
close of the year 1614—a treaty of pence 
had b* j r*n concluded with France, En¬ 
gland's Implacable, ever-ready enemy In 
ihore days. The old and decre*p!t French 
King, Louis XI 1., besides wanting peace, 
was on the look-out tor a wife, and the 
fame of Princess Mary Tudor’* be.luty 
having reached him, he thought, and 
Mary's brother was *oon brought to 
think, that the best ivay to seal the new 
treaty between the two peoples was to 
make Mary the Queen of France, nml 
that, despite the “royal rumpus" the 
young lady was able to create, ahe be¬ 
came with the dispatch that characterised 
ail the transactions of the “Defender of 
the Faith.** 

Mary Tudor’s reign as Queen of France 
was it short one. Three months ait*r 
marriage she was a widow, and not a 
very broken-hearted one at that. Judging 
by her next move, which was at once to 
tie the nuptial knot with her first love 
and playmate. Charles Brandon, go.ng to 
the trouble of obtaining a papal butl, so 
as to make the alliance doubly secure. 
This marriage wa* n secret one, but waa 
solemnized later on at Greenwich when 
King Hal’s rage had subsided. Speaking 
of Mary Tudor, the historian *a>s: “To 
the warm temperament of her race, rhe 
added great personal beauty."

NANCE O'NEIL PRESENTS “JUDITH 

OF BETHULIA” IN NEW YORK 


Thomas Bailey Aldrich's Dramatic Version of the Apoc¬ 
ryphal Story—Other New Productions. 


N EW YORK. Dec. 9—My grandmoth¬ 
er, good old womun, put all her 
spare time from several years and un¬ 
counted thousand* of stitches Into sewing 
Judith of Bethulla with colored worsteds 
on a h’.g canvas My earliest memory of 
a religious dispute was about thut home¬ 
made piece of tapestry. My grandmother 
was proud of the completed work, and 
spoke of it a* being scriptural. Our fixa¬ 
tor *;iid. oh no. It was apocryphal. Bho 
replied that, anyway, the *tory of Judith 
cutting oft Holofernes* head was In her 
Bible. He explained that It was in one 
of the books rejected na holy writ, 
though sometimes in a volume with those 
that were accepted. The disagreement 
between pastor and parishioner was so 
much like a quarrel that she turned from 
Baptist to Methodist, and to the end of 
her days spoke defiantly of her needle- 
and-tbread copy of a famous painting as 
scriptural. 

Just now I have been startled, as with 
a vision from childhood, by that same 
picture In a tableau of flesh and blood 
In a theatrical play. There was the state¬ 
ly Hebrew woman, richly draped, lavishly 
Jeweled, with her arras and shoulders 
bared, as she had fixed herself to beguile 
Holofernes ^n his tent, and with h f s blood 
red on her hands; there was her hand¬ 
maid. Marah, in a contrastingly sober 
garb of servitude., and cowering scored 
while the mistress stood rigidly resolute; 
and there, carried by Marah, was flome- 
thlng wrapped tn a cloth — something 
which, as a child. I had shivered to 
know was the severed head of Israel’s 
cruel enemy. 

• • 

• 

This new view of an old tableau was In 
th© play of “Judith of Bethulla,** and I 
looked around to see If It Impressed, as 
It did me, people whose grandmother* 
hadn’t embroidered It In their memories. 
It did not seem to quite do that, although 
It was n very vivid Incident In a melo¬ 
drama which Thomas Bailey Aldrich hud 
written in blank vers© that Counted out 
right ns to syllables, was correct gram¬ 
matically as to w'ords, and sounded well 
a* spoken In sonorous sentences. Other 
literary merits than those negative ones 
the composition did not possess. It was 
neither poetic nor Imaginative. But It 
was above mediocrity, and Boston had 
appraised it as rather valuable; so New 
York shouldn’t have treated It carelessly 
nor failed to call Its distinguished author 
before the curtain. 

Aldrich sets forth the patriotic crime 
cf Jiulith simply, clearly and with orig¬ 
inal details that accord with th© biblical 
narrative. H‘.a most striking departure U 
to make her almost yield to the magnet¬ 
ism of Holofernes while working her own 
hypnotic spell upon him. Indeed, if sho 
did not take an unfair advantage by put¬ 
ting an opiate into his wine, the result 
easily m.ght be her surrender to him in¬ 
stead of her capture of his head. In this 
passage of an otherwise inactive play 
Aldrich is a sensualist like Sardou, and 
Nanco O’Nell i* a siren like Bernhardt. 
Tho Jewish Joair of Arc goes to the As- 
‘>viun Marat wearing the costume of a 
bride, and hide* her errand of assassina¬ 
tion under a pretense of amorous desire. 
MIhs O’Neil strips herself for the en¬ 
counter much more than my grandmoth¬ 
er's Judith dared to. She H denuded to 
below the danger line. She lure* her vic¬ 
tim while he drinks and slave girls dance 
before him; and by the time he la drowsy 
with the drug she is templed—as *he ex¬ 
plicitly tells u*—to misbehave in the way 
she hits led him to expect she will. But 
ho fulls asleep on the couch in the midst 
of their dalliance, and she draw* the 
curtain. When she emerges hla blood is 
on her sword and hand*, and she sends 
her servant in to bring out his head 
wrapped In a cloth. That muktw 'th© pict¬ 
ure I have described.

Then the fun sets in. and is Interrupted 
only when beauty and song Intervene. In 
detail, Marl© Cahill reaches Nordland just 
as th© Queen boa eloped, leaving a royal 
and drunken suitor behind. Thp Ameri¬ 
can girl, with Zenda-llke timeliness, re¬ 
sembles the truant so closely that she 
takes her place on the throne, falls In 
love with a Lieutenant of her guards, 
finds her long-lost brother—th© Field

to the difference of fob level there must 
be taken tmto consideration the Paet 
that the equatorial current from the 
east, whlcih now Impinges upon the 
coast and Is diverted northward to 
form the gulf stream, will exert Its 
force In Increasing- the currerrt of the 
wat?r in the canal. Nearly a century 
and a quarter ago Mr. Jefferson, In 
discussing the feasibility of an Isthmian 
canal, argued that. In order to secure 
one. It would only be necessary to dig 
a ditch through the isthmus and In 
turn this current would wash out a 
channel for th* commerce of the world. 
If his theory should prove true it is 
not Improbable that In order to pre¬ 
vent too great action of this current 
In eroding the sides of the canal pro¬ 
vision might be necessary to secure 
an equable flow. But with all the ad¬ 
vantages of such a canal over that 
which will entail the lifting and low¬ 
ering at each lock of every vessel which 
parses from ocean to m ean every con¬ 
sideration. both of science and common 
sense, favors the sea-level plan. 


A Sea Level Canal. 

The report tha/t the majority of the 
Panama canal commission favors the 
plan of a sea level carnal. Instead of one 
requiring locks and dams, is exciting 
no littl* discussion. Unfortunately in 
the consideration of a subject of so 
much importance th*re is brought into 
•th* discussion much extraneous matter 
nscrlbable to prejudices or inspired by 
ihe jealousies of rival Interest*. The*' 
conditions so cloud the judgment that 
fit is d I flirting to arrive at a. correct con¬ 
clusion ac to th* relative merits of 
tHc two plans. With the acquisition 
of the right of way through the treaty 
of Panama, the commission naturally 
leaned to the adoption of the plans of 
the French engineers for overcoming 
the grade of the divide by the con¬ 
struction of rhe necessary locks and 
dam*. This not only would Involve 
much engineering skill In providing 
sufficient wafer for the poois, hut In 
regulafirg the torrential streams aJeng 
the route, rendered difficult to control 
by the excessive rainfall of ihit lati¬ 
tude. Th? study of this problem by 
the commission since th* acquisition 
of the route has fo Impressed the en¬ 
gineers with dangers to rh* effective 
e*rvice of rhe canal, from th* causes 
indicated, that there is a growing sent.- 
ment In favor of abandoning *the lock- 
age system and adopting that of a sea 
level canal. 

Unfortunately, the Iatt»r plan, jt is 
found, will entail large additional ex¬ 
pense. some estimate* fixing the In¬ 
creased cost of the sea ilcvel project at 
f 1O0.O<W,QOO. One of the principal reasons 
urged for rhe change Is given by Ch ef 
Engineer Wallace as the impossibility 
of securing a foundation for the greet 
Behia dam. deemed necessary under 
the lockage plan for holding the waters 
of the Oiagrrc* river and creating n 
great interior fresh water lake. It has 
been ascertained by borings that a 
depth of 165 feet will have to be reach¬ 
ed before rock or other material can 
be found sufficiently solid to Insure 
satisfactory foundations for the dam. 
with the probability that other borings 
in the center of the stream wJll disclose 
the necessity of a still greater depth. 
To tlhls engineering difficulty must be 
added the danger that, even If the 

*reat Obstacle thus disclosed should be 
overcome, there would be the constant¬ 
ly impending liability of injury to the 
dom by seismic or other causes. This 
would tend to lead to its insecurity. 
<»r destruction, after the completion of 
ttie canal, thus obstructing commerce, 
and might ultimately render it neces¬ 
sary to reconstruct the canal on a sea 
Jevefl plan, Involving an Infinitely larger 
outlay than the estimated Increase of 
its initial cost. 

In consequence of this disclosure and 
the facts stated by the engineer*, the 
oorwnJ salon Is reported as flavoring th? 
sea-level plan, and It is contemplated 
that Congress will be asked for addi¬ 
tion! legislations, sanctioning the 
dhnng». Unfortunately there is dis¬ 
closed opposition based upon thp id?a 
thax rival Interests favor the change 
os a delay measure, It being alleged 
that the competing transcontinental 
railroads wish in every way to obstruct 
the completion of the canal. This, if 
maintained, would' be a serious charge, 
but should not stand in the way of 
the prosecution of the work. 
The prosecution has already been 
loo greatly prolonged. Whatever 
the difference of opinion as to the 
eligibility of route* for the canal, or 
the means by which the Panama route 
was decided upon and acquired, the 
decision has passed beyond the realm 
of discussion. The necessity of the 
canal is conceded and me proper thing 
to do Ip to forward its construction 
with the least possible delay and upon 
the mo?*t enlightened ptnn. 

If the construction of a sea-level 
canal is Indorsed by competent engi¬ 
neers ns possible it* increased cost over 
the estimate for one with a look&ge 
system should not militate against its 
construction, as In the long run it will 
prove the cheapest. The maintenance 
of the Jo.'ks and dams and the time 
lo#»t by vessels in passing through them 
wrvuM constitute a perpetual tax which 
wruld poon overbalance the difference 
In the original cost. C*ommerce would 
b* unobstructed. The difference In sen- 
Dvel will be sufficient to make a cur¬

A Southern Party. 

It l* now a. good month since the 
national election, ar.d such commenta¬ 
tors on the result as the Charleston. 
8. C.. Poet ought to have had time 
to become more collected and lea* hyi- 
terlcaL This Is the way the Tost was 
•‘going on” the other day: 

“When the Democratic National Con¬ 
vention is he'd In why shouldn't 

the gourhem delegates go with a can¬ 
didate of tjielr own and insist upon h a 
nomination, precipitating th© question of 
recognition in nat/onal affairs within th© 
partv? If ihe Northern Democrats wll 
not a crept the -Smith’s candidate, leave 
them to name tihe'.r own choice, and to 
find e ectotol votes where they can and 
let the South wlrbdTaw from all party 
affiliations. Then the Ftat* organisations 
of what we call the Democratic party In 
the South In want, of a better name, 
j cou’d put electoral fckets In the Arid, 
free of Instructions. These electors would 
have the character the C*r>ns>Lti»tlon in¬ 
tended to Invest them with, a-nd wou-ld 
, go tr.*to the Electoral College with the Kil- 
l anre of power fn their han.1*. If th* 
Northern Democracy has b:en able to ac 
compllsh Anything at a ! against the Re¬ 
publican*. and If not. ai least they will 
be Able to register a protest, which is all 
the electors cho?en this year .well do In 
Short, let the South have no candidate 
for the Presidency if the Democratic 
party will not make n Southern man its 
nom’nes, and let It take a place In na¬ 
tional affairs corresponding to the Irish 
party in the British Par lament. Note 
that the Irish have secured the largest 
reform ever undertaken, and th* nearest 
approach they have mad* to home rule 
'n their century's fight, rot from the 
sympathetic Libera*, party, but from the 
hostile Conservatives. Ard they secured 
It bemuse they held the balance of pow¬ 
er st a critical period !n the legislation 
upon imperial affairs. In the same wuy 
the Southern representatives would com, 
upon a time when fhfi Republican 
party would ’hav* to c *me to terms 
and when the Republican* yielded on 
tr, ? race 'snie It would be finally re¬ 
moved from our politics and the 
South could again enter, with full free¬ 
dom. into tdte .urge affairs of the nation 
n which :t is so closely and affection¬ 
ately concerned.” 

lVrtunatevy the Post has little com¬ 
pany in the advocacy of such a scheme, 
and will have less as time passes. 

The Courier-Journal long before the 
recent election protested against the 
custom of proscribing Southern men 
from national leadership of the Demo¬ 
cratic party or any other political par¬ 
ty. It decried the rule of excluding 
Southern men from eligibility even for 
consideration as presidential nominees. 
iThat i« a rule which has been sustained 
through cowardice — cowardce even 
more notable in the South than In other 
parts of the country. Let but a South¬ 
ern Democrat be mentioned for a place 
on a presidential ticket and the South¬ 
ern press and politicians have been 
the first *.o deprecate and disown the 
•raggesfkui. The Courier-Journal be¬ 
lieves and has urged that the time has 
long since passed when such discrimi¬ 
nation against the South—certainly 
such discrimination against Itself by 
the South—was either necessary or 
wise. 

But it is one thing to say that a man 
shall not he barred from the presidency 
because he is a Southerner, while it 
is a very different thing to say that 
the South will support for the presi¬ 
dency no man who is not a Southern¬ 
er. 

The first proposition is the broadest 
nationalism; the last 1* the narrowest 
sectionalism. 

We want no suoh ihlng as a distinct¬ 
ly Southern party In the United Staten, 
any more than we want a distinctly 
Northern, or Eastern or Western party. 
Politically the South is not a section of 
the Nation. Jt k not province. It 1* 
not an Ireland. It is merely one of the 
g*ographlc groupings of the Common¬ 
wealths that constitute this Republic 
of Commonwealth©. The States that 
are Included in this geographic group¬ 
ing have every right that belongs to 
the State* of any other grouping. Th e y 
are free, prosperous and happy There 
is no reason why they should put on 
sackcloth and ashes and make lugu¬ 
brious martyrs of themselves. There 
1* no reason why they should segregate 
themselves within a line of yellow flagj 
as accursed. There is no more reason 
why they rhould band themselves to¬ 
gether for the purpose of upholding 
only those measures and men that are 
first of all. if not first and all. South¬ 
ern. 

It I* puerile, because the South was 
on the under side in the recent elec¬ 
toral landslide, to assume that the hand 
of everybody who was on the upper 
side was against the South. The South 
Is solid for the Democratic party not 
because It is solid for Democratic prin¬ 
ciples, but because it is solid for the 
white race, and the only menace to the 
white race has come from the party 
which enfranchised th* blacks and 
which Insists that they shall remain 
enfranchised. The South was fast get¬ 
ting away from the humiliating neces¬ 
sity of having no party except a white 
man's party when the course of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt rudely checked its prog¬ 
ress. To the reaction thus caused and 
to the old alarm thus renewed must 
be attributed the South’s continued 
fidelity to the so-cai’ed Democratic 


party, and on this score must be ex¬ 
plained the recurrence to such unman¬ 
ful and melancholy desperation as that 
which besets our Charleston contem¬ 
porary In Its wall for a Southern party 
No such resort as that proposed by 
the Post would be creditable to the 
South's Intelligence and patriotism in 
any event, but it will certainly be time 
enough to consider such desperate 
measures, if it shall ever be worth 
while to consider them, when it be¬ 
comes clear that the partisan bigots 
and top-waters In the Republics. 1 px*ty. 
who are urging legislation against the 
South really represent the purpose and 
ability of rhe party to pass such legis¬ 
lation.

OF FRAUD MADE. 


Judge Shackelford Miller yesterday 
handed down an extended opinion, in 
what will probably prove to be the last 
phase of the now celebrated case of 
John L Dodd and the other minority 
stockholders of the Louisville Bridge 
Company against that company and its 
tenant railroads. The present opinion 
disposes of the contentions that arose 
out of the dealings between the Bridge 
Company and the Ivoulsville and Nash¬ 
ville Railroad Company for rebates cn 
freight. 

Under the contract of 1872. the several 
roads that used the bridge agreed to 
pay sufficient freight to maintain the 
property in a specified way, including 
the payment of dividend*. The sched¬ 
ule of freight charges yielded largely 
more than enough to support the 
bridge, and the surplus earnings were 
rebated back to the roads In tne pro¬ 
portion in which they had paid it. by 
rrediting th*lr accounts due the 
Bridge Company, from time to time. 
For ronvenlence. however, the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville railroad, which was 
the only mad operating south of Louis¬ 
ville, settled directly r with its connect¬ 
ing rqads to the North, and they in 
turn. >ttled with the Bridge Company. 
In this way. the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville railroad fnlled to get Its shire of 
the rebat**, and about ten years aro 
It hmught two suit* against the 
Bridge company In Judge Toney s 
court to recover them for the years ex¬ 
tending from 1881 to 1895.

It l* 
quite intelligible that he was unwilling 
to undergo this punishment and that he 
took his own life to avoid it. 


Must Pay Its Share. 

But as to tin* $4,700 attorneys’ fees

SIMPLICITY IN THOUGHT. 

T is not alone among the practical 
manifestations of our life that 
there is need of making a clearing; 
the domain of our ideas is In the 
same case. Anarchy reigns in human 
thought: we walk in the wmods. without 
compaps or sun, lost among the bram¬ 
bles and biars of Infinite detail. 

When one man h is re -ognized the 
fact that he has an aim. and that tills 
aim is to b* a man. h* organizes his 
thought accordingly. Thought is a tool, 
with ltr own proper function: It isn’t 
a toy. Let us take an example. Here 
is th* studio of a painter. The imple¬ 
ments are aJl in place; everything tn- 
dh-Bt*s that this assemblage of means 
Is arranged with view to an end. Throw 
the room open to apes. They will climb 
on the benches, swflng from the cords, 
rg themselves In draperies, coif them¬ 
selves with stlppers. Juggle with brush¬ 
es, nibble the colors, and pierce the 
cinvmes to see wbst is behind the 
pain*. I don’t question their enjoy¬ 
ment. certainly they must find this 
kind of exercise extremely interesting. 
But an atelier is not made to let mon¬ 
keys Icos* in. No more Is thought s 
ground for acrobatic evolutions. A 
man worthy of the name, thinks as he 
Is. as his tnstfs are: he goes about 
It with his whote heart, and not with 
that fitful and eterile curiosity which 
und?r pr*text of observing and noting 
everything, runs the risk nf never ex- 
•>erUnt»ng a deep and true emotion or 
accomplishing a right deed. 

Another habit In urgent need of cor¬ 
rection. ordinary attendant on oonven- 
ticnol life. t« the mania for examining 
nod analyzing on*’s self nt every turn. 
I do not lnvit* men to neglect intro- 
spfn?tioti and the examination of con¬ 
science. The endeavor to understand 
one’s own mental attitudes and motives 
of conduct Is an essential element of 
good 1 ving. But quit* other Is this ex¬ 
treme vigUar.ee. 4tMs Inces-ant observa¬ 
tion of one’s life and thoughts, this 
dissecting of one’s self, like a piece of 
me.hfir'em. It !s a waste of time, and 
goes wide of the mark. Th* man who, 
to prepare himself the better for w*a k- 
lng. should begin by making rigid An¬ 
atomical exTroinatfon of his means of 
locomotion, would risk dislocating 
something b*fore h* had tak*n a ate?. 
You have what you need to walk with, 
then forward! Take car* not to fall, 
and use your forces with discretion. 
Potterers and scruple-mongers are scon 
reduced to inaction. Tt n°eds hut a 
glimmer of common sen«*e to perceive 
that man is not made to pass his life 
In a self-rent A red trance. 

And common sensf—do you not find 
what Is designated by this name as 
rare as the common-sense customs of 
other days? Common sense has be¬ 
come an old story We must have 
something new—and we create a fa't - 
rmus existence, a refinement of living, 
Uh 3 t th* vulgar crowd hns not the 
wherewithal tq procure. It is so agree¬ 
able to be distinguished! Instead of 
conducting ourselves l.ke rational be¬ 
ings. and using the means mo*t obvl- 
jOUFly nt our command, we arrive, by 
dint of absolute genius, at the most 
astonishing singularities. Better off ti*e 
track than on the main line! All 
the bodily defects and de¬ 
formities th'tt orthopedy treats, 
give hut 1 feeble idea of th < 
humps, the tortuosities, the dislocation* 
I we have inflicted upon ourselves In ol¬ 
der to depart from simple common 
sense: and at our own expense we learn 
mat one doe* not deform hlmaelf with 
impunity. Novelty, after all. Is ephem¬ 
eral. Nothing endures but the eter¬ 
nal commonplace; and li one /departs 
from that. It Is to run the most perilous 
risks Happy he who is able to reclaim 
himself, who finds the way back to 
simplicity*. 

Good plain sense is not. as is often 
imagined, the innate possession of the 
first chanC'-eomer. a mean and paltry 
I equipment that has cost nothing to 
anyone. I would, compare It to those 
old folk-songs, unfathered but death¬ 
less, which seem to have risen out of 
. the very heart of the people. Good 
sense Is r fund slowly and painfully 
I accumulated by the labor of centuries. 

I It Is a jewel of the flm water, whose 
j value he alone understands who has 
: lost It. or who observes the lives of oth¬ 
ers who have lost It. For my part, I 
think 110 price too great to pay for 
gaining It nnd keeping it, for the pos¬ 
session of eyes that see sfnd a Judgment 
that discerns. One takes good care of 
his sword, that it he not bent or rusted; 
with greater reason should he give heed 
to his thought. 

^eui let this be well understood; An 
appeal to common sens* Is not an ap¬ 
peal to thought that grovel*, to narrow 
positivism which denies e\eryihing U 
cannot see or touch. For to wish that 
man should be absorbed in material 
sensations, to the exclusion of the high 
realities of the Inner life, is also a 
want of good sense. Here we touch 
upon a tender point, round which the 
greatest battles of humanity are wag¬ 
ing. In truth we are strhing to attain 
a conception of life, searching it out 
amid countless obscurities and griefs; 
and everything that touches upon spir¬ 
itual realities becomes day by day more 
painful. In the midst of the grave per¬ 
plexities and transient disorders that 
accompany great crises of thought. It 
seems more difficult than ever to es¬ 
cape with any simple principles. Yet 
necessity Itself comes to our aid. as it 
has done for the men of all times. The 
programme of life is terribly simple, af¬ 
ter all. and In the fact that existence 
so imperiously forces herself upon us. 
she gives us notice that she precedes 
any idea of her which we may make 
for ourselves, and that no one can put 
off living pending an attempt to un- 
d*rstand life. Our philosophies, our 
explanations, our beliefs ai* every¬ 
where confronted by facts, and these 
Riets. prodigious. Irrefutable, call ns to 
order v’hen we would deduce life from 
our reasonings, nnd would wait to act 
until wc have ended philosophizing. It 
is this happy necessity that prevents 
the world from stopping while man 
questions his route. Travelers of a day, 
W £ nre carried along In a vast move¬ 
ment to which we are called upon to 
contribute, but which we have not 
foreseen, nor embraced in Its entirety, 
nor penetrated as to Its ultimate alms. 
Our part is to fill faithfully the role 
of private, which has devolved upon 
us. nnd our thought should adapt It¬ 
self to the situation. Do not say that 
we live In more trying times than our 
ancestors, for things seen from afar are 
often seen imperfectly: It is moreover 
scarcely gracious to complain of not 
having been born In the days of one’s 
grandfather. What we may believe 
least contestable on the subject Is this: 
From the beginning of the world it Ims 
b*en hard to see clearly: right thinking 
has been difficult everywhere and al- 
wiivs. In the matter the ancients were 
in no wise privileged above the mod¬ 
ern*. and it might be added that there 
•is no difference between men when they 
are considered from this point of view. 
Master and servant, teacher and learn¬ 
er. writer and artisan discern truth 
at* the same cost. The light that hu¬ 
manity acquires In advancing Is no 
doubt of the greatest use; but It also 
multipll** the number and extent of 
human problems. The difficulty is nev¬ 
er removed, lb* mind always encoun¬ 
ters its obstacles. The unknown con¬ 


trols us and hems us In on all sides. 
But Just as one n*ed not exhaust n 
spring to quench his thirst, so we need 
not know every thing to live. Human¬ 
ity lives and alway* has lived on cer¬ 
tain elemental provisions. 

We will try to point them out. First 
of all. humanity lives by confidence. In 
so doing It but reflects, commensurate 
with Its conscious thought, that which 
is the hidden source of all beings. An 
Imperturbable faith In the stability of 
the universe and Its Intelligent order¬ 
ing. sleeps In everything that exists. 
The flowers, the trees, the beasts of the 
field, live In calm strength, In entire 
security. There Is confidence In the fall¬ 
ing rain, in dawning day. In the brook 
running to the sea. Everything that is 
seems to say “I am. therefore I should 
be; there are good reasons for this, 
rest assured." 

So. too. mankind lives by confidence. 
From the simple fact that he is, man 
has within him the sufficient reason for 
his being—a pledge of assurance 
He reposes In the power w T hich has 
willed that he should be. To esfeguird 
this contfldenioe. to re* that nrthing dis¬ 
concert* it, to cultivate it, reflder It 
more personal, more evident—toward 
this fffiould rend the first effort of our 
thought. All that augments confidence 
within us is good, for from confidence 
•Is born the life without haste, tran¬ 
quil energy. ra.lm action, the love of 
life and Its fruitful labor. D*ep.seated 
confidence is tibe mysterious spring tbit 
sets in» motion the energy within us. It 
te our nutriment. By ft man lives, much 
more than by the br*3d he eats. And 
so everything that shakes this confi¬ 
dence is evil—^poison, not food. 

Dangerous Is every system of thought 
that attacks tihe very fact of life, de¬ 
claring it to be an evil. T/ife has b a en 
too often wrongly e-ntmated in this cen¬ 
tury*. What winder that the tree with¬ 
ers when its roots are -watered with cor¬ 
rosives. And there is an extrem?ly sim¬ 
ple reflection that might be mad-e In 
the face of all flhls negation. You say 
life Is an evil. Well; what r*m*iy for 
It do you offer? Can you combat it, 
suppress it? I do not ask you to sup- 
pr*ss your own life, to commit suicide 
—of what advantage would that he to 
us—<but to suppress life, not merely hu¬ 
man life, but life at Its deep and hidden 
origin, all this upsprlnging of existence 
that pushes toward the light and. to 
your mind, is rushing to misfortune; I 
ask you to suppress the will to live 
that trembles through the Immensities 
of Fpace. to suppress, in short, the 
s<rurce of Hfe Can you do it? No. 
Then l*ave ua in peace. Sinn* no one 
can hoM life in check, is it not better 
to respect it and us* it man to go about 
making other people disgusted with t*t 
When one knows that certain food la 
dangerous to health, he dees not eat it. 
and when a certain fashion of think¬ 
ing robs us of confident**, cheerfulness 
and strength, we should rejectf that, cer¬ 
tain not only that it Is a nutriment 
noxious to the mind, but also that it is 
false. Th<fi** Is no truth for man but in 
thought* that are human, and pessim¬ 
ism Is inhuman. Besides, it wants as 
much in -modesty as in logic. To per¬ 
mit one’s self to count as evil this pro¬ 
digious thing tha/t wc call life, one needs 
have F*en its very foundation, almost 
to hav* made It. What a strange atti¬ 
tude is that of certain great thinkers or 
our times! They act as if they * 1 iad cre¬ 
ated the world, very long ago. In their 
youth, but decidedly it was a mistake 
and they had well repented It. 

Let us nourish ourselves from other 
meat, strengthen our soul* with cheer¬ 
ing thought* What is truest for man 
is what best forilfl** him.

I F mankind live* by confidence, it liv*s 
also by hope-^that form of confidence 
which turn* toward the future. All life 
Is a result and an aspiration, all that 
exists supposes an origin and tends 
toward an end. Life Is progressive, 
progression is aspiration. The progress 
of the future is an infinitude of hope. 
Hope Is at ihe root of thing* and must 
be reflected in the heart of man- No 
hope, no life. The same power which 
brought us info being urges us to go 
up hiorher. What is the meaning of this 
perslrtent instinct which pushes us on? 
The tru* meaning Is that something is 
to result from life, that out of it is 
being wrought a good greater than B- 
wdf, toward which It slowly move*, ani 
that this painful sower called man, 
needs, like every sower, to count on 
the morrow. The history of humanity 
I? the hirtory of indomitable hop?: oth¬ 
er wipe everything would be over long 
ago To press forward under his bur¬ 
dens, to guide himself in the night- to 
retrieve his falls and his failures, to 
escape despair even in death, man ha* 
need of hoping always and 
again all hope. Here is the cordial that 
sustains him Had we only logic, wo 
should have long ago drawn the con¬ 
clusion: Death has everywhere the last 
word! —and we Fhculd be dead of the 
idea. But we have hop*, and that i* 
why we live and b.’.leve in Ilf* 

Ruso, the great monk and mystic, one 
of the simplest and best men that ever 
lived, had a touching custom; whenever 
he encountered a woman, were fhe 
poorest and oldest, be stepped reep^’t- 
fully aside, though his bare feet must 
tread among thorns or In the gutter. 
-1 do that.” he saW. “to render homage 
to our Holy Lady, the Virgin Mary 
Let u* offer to hop* a like reverence. If 
w* meet it In the shape of a blade of 
wheat piercing th? fum w; a bbd brood¬ 
ing on Its nest; a poor wounded bea«t. 
recovering itself, rising and continuing 
It* way: a peasant ploughing and sow¬ 
ing a field that has been ravaged by 
flood or hall; a nation slowly repairing 
it* losses and healing It* wounds—un¬ 
der whatever guise of humanity or suf¬ 
fering It appears to be^ lea us salute it! 
When we encounter ix in legend*, in 
untutored songs, in simple creeds, let us 
salute it. for it Is alwutys the paine, 
indestructible, the immortal daughter 
of God. 

We do not dare hope enough. The 
men of our day have developed strarge 
timidities. Th* apprehension that the 
sky will faM—that acme of absurdUy 
among the fears of our Gallic fore¬ 
fathers—has entered our own hearts.

The ray mistrust the sun? Our st-milc 
wisdom has arrived a*t this prodigy. 
It resembles those 'testy old pula- 
goguea "whose chief office Is t.o rail «i th* 
merry pranks or the youthful enthusi¬ 
asms of their pupils. It Is time to be¬ 
come little children once more. tD learn 
again to srtand with claepe.1 hand* and 
wide eyes before the mystery around 
us; to remember that, in spite of our 
knowledge, what we know 1* hut a 
trifle, ani that the world 1* greater 
than our mind, which is well: for being 
so prodigious, it must hold in reserve 
untold resources, and we may allow it 
some credit without accusing oaraetvea 
of Improvidence, l^et us not treat It 
a* creditors do aq insolvent debtor; 
we should fire its courage, relight the 
j-iacred flame of hope. Since the sun 
still rises, elnce earth puts forth her 
blossom* anew, since the. bird builds 
Its nest, and the mother smiles at her 
child, let us have the courage to be man, 
and ooinmlt the rest to Him who has 
numbered the stars. For my part. 1 
would I might find glowing words to 
say to whomsoever has lost heart In 
these times of disillusion: Rouse your 
courage, hope on; he Is sure of being 
leapt de-luded who has the daring 10 do 
that; the most Ingenuous hope is n arer 
truth th3n the most rational te pilr.

A NOTHER source of light on the 
path of human Mfe is goodness. 

I am not of those who believe in the 
natural perfection of man, and teach 
that society corrupts him. (bn the con¬ 
trary, of all forms of evil, the one 
whlrih most dismays m* is heredity. 
Rut I v *ometimes ask myself how It I* 
that this effete and deadly virus of low 
InsititictF. cf vices inoculated In th 
blood, the whole assemblage of dis¬ 


abilities lmpo?ed upon us by the past— 
how all this ha.s not gest the better of 
us. It must be because 4 of something 
else. This other tiling is love. 

Given the unknown brooding above 
our head*, our Ilrri-ted intelligence, the 
grievous and* contradictory enigma of 
human destiny, falsehood, hatred, ir¬ 
ruption. suffering, death—what can we 
think, what do? To all thrse questions 
a sublime and myste-rious voice ha* 
ans/werel: Love your fellow-men. Love 
rrru«t indeed be divine, like faith am! 
hope. sJnce she cannot die when so 
many powers are arrayed tagalnef her. 
She has to combat the natural fer> ity 
of what may he called 1 the beast in 
plain; «he ha* to meet ru*e. force, self- 
interest. above all. ingratitude. How is 
it that she payees pure and sea th less 
in the mid-st of these dark enemies, like 
rhe prophet of the peered legend among 
the roaring beasts Tt is <becau*e her 
enemies are of the earth, and love Ls 
from above. Horns, teeth, claws, eyes 
full of murderous fir*, are powerless 
against the swift wing that foots 
toward the height* and elude* them. 
Thu* love escape the undertaking* of 
her foe*. She doe* even better: she 
ha* *orTK4lmf-s known the fine triumph 
of winning over her persecutors; she 
has seen the wild beasts gTow calm, lie 
dbwn at her fee;, obey .her law. 

At the very heart of the Christian 
faith, the most subbme of Its teachings, 
and to him who pen-crate* It* deepest 
sense. *the most human, la this; To save 
lost humanity, the invisible God came 
to dwell among ua. in the form of a 
man. ajid willed to meke HJm-self 
known by thl* single sign: Love. 

Healing, oonaolirug, Under to the un¬ 
fortunate. even* to the evil, love engen¬ 
der* light beneath her feeL Bhe clari¬ 
fies. she etmplifle>5. She ha* chosen the 
humblest part—to bind up wounds, 
wipe away tears, relieve dirt res*, soothe 
achlrg hearts, pardon, make peace; yet 
tt is of love that we have the greatest 
re°d. And as we meditate on the best 
way to render thought fruitful, sim¬ 
ple, really conformable to our destiny, 
th* method sum* .Itself up in these 
word*: Have confidence and hope; be 
kind. 

I would not discourage lofty specu¬ 
lation, dissuade any one whomsoever 
from brooding over the problem* of the 
unknown. ov°r the vast abysses of eci- 
ence or philosophy. But we have al¬ 
ways to come back from these far Jour¬ 
neys to the point where we are. often 
To ;i place where we seem to rtand 
mrtrklrg time with no result. There are 
cond'itior.s of life and social com-plilca- 
t*on* in which the rage, the thinker, 
and the ignorant are alike unable to 
c *? clearly. The present age has often 
brought us face to face with such sliua- 
-tlon«*; l am Fu r e that he w'ho meet* 
them with our method* will corn recog¬ 
nize it* worth. 


S INOE T have touched here upon re¬ 
ligious ground, at lea?*t In a gen¬ 
eral way. some cate may ask me to say 
in a few simple words w hat religion l* 
the best, and T’ gladly expree* myself 
on thi* subject. But lit might -be better 
rot to put the question in this form. All 
religion-* have, of necessity, certain 
fixed oharacteristick, and each baa it* 
Inherent qualities or defect*. .Strictly 
speaking, then, they may be compared 
among thenifelves: hut there are al¬ 
ways Involun'try partiaMtie* or fore¬ 
gone oonc4u-sion*. It is beftter to put 
the question- otherwise, and a*k: I* my 
own religion good, and, how may I 
know It? To this quertlon, this an¬ 
swer: Your religion is gorfi if it Is vital 
and active. If it nourishes in you con¬ 
fidence, hope, love ajid 1 a eentiment of 
the infinite value of existence; if It is 
allied with whAit 1* best in you against 
what is worst, and hold* forever before 
you the necessity of becoming a new 
man; If it moke* you understand that 
pain I* a deliverer; If It increases your 
respect for the conscience of others; If 
It renders forgiveness more easy, for¬ 
tune leaa arrogant, duity more dear, the 
beyond Vs* vlaionary. If it does these 
things Jt i* gool*. little matter Its name;

I have not perhaps t he right bo apeak 
thus in my own no/me; but other* have 
so spoken before me who are greater 
than I. and notably He who recounted 
to the questioning scribe the parable of 
the Good Samar!.win. I intrench myaelf 
behind His authority.

WOMAN PLUNGES TO 

DEATH IN CHICAGO, 


Drops Four Stories Into Street While

Chicago. Dec. 10.—Apparently fearing 
prosecution because she had no money 
to pay for her room, a woman. w f ho 
registered under the name of Mr*. C. 
M. Morris, at the Revere House, at¬ 
tempted to slip down an improvised 
rope from a fifth-story 4 window to-day. 
When rescue was at hand she either 
lost her hold or deliberately 4 loosened 
her grasp. She fell four stories, land¬ 
ed head first on the brick pavement, 
and was Instantly killed. 

The woman's death wras witnessed by 
a crowd of about a hundred pgrsons, 
who gathered below. Above her out 
of windows leaned attaches and guests 
of the hotel, shouting to her to climb 
back to safety. She had started up¬ 
ward. bracing her knees against the 
side of (he hotel building, when she 
fell. She was about thirty-four years 
of ag*. The rope by which the wom¬ 
an had tried to escape had been made 
by her out of sheets and blankets torn 
into strips. She seemed to have believ¬ 
ed that her desperate expedient would 
be unnoticed because her room w'aa at 
the rear of the hotel above an unfre^ 
quented alley. The police say the 
woman’s correct name was Mrs. Dela- 
roe. The name was found In her card 
case. __ 

VANDALS RUIN INTERIOR 
OF FINE CHICAGO SALOON. 


Uhicago. Dec. 10.—Vandals to-day 
practically ruined the interior of a 
Wabash-avenue saloon, causing a loss 
of $3,500.

Invasion of a Warsaw 
Church By Russian 
Soldiers. 


QUARRY SCENES IN ROWAN COUNTY. 


THE POPULACE WROUGHT UP 


TO RESISTANCE OFFERED FIGHT 
TO THE INVADERS. 


RIOT LASTED FOUR HOURS. 


Several' Person! Were Killed and 
Three Or Four Thousand Ar¬ 
rests Were Made. 


POLICE AMONG THE VICTIMS. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 

Warsaw, Nov. 30.—Only at this late 
date is the Courier-Journal correspon¬ 
dent able to forward news of the out¬ 
rages upon Catholics by Russian sol¬ 
diers. which occurred Monday a week 
ago. Up to now both telegraph ami 
post-office refused to forward matter 
addressed to newspapers. The outrages 
which have been denied by the Russian 
official telegraph occurred in and 
about All Saints* church, the great 
Catholic sanctuary. When the people 
went to noon mass, they were aston¬ 
ished to And the church square and 
the streets leading to it, dragooned by 
cavalry und infantry. 

In the midst of the service, several 
hundred soldiers suddenly invaded the 
church, their commander announcing 
that resistance was useless as the edi¬ 
fice was surrounded by Cossacks. The 
priest stopped from the altar and asked 
the Colonel to respect the church. 

"I have oVders to arrest the Social¬ 
ists In this church.** replied the Col¬ 
onel. Then he called out certain words. 
The soldiers divided up In half a dozen 
platoons, each platoon surrounding a 
certain number of men and women. 
Finally, at a given signal, the various 
platoons moved their prisoners towards 
tne different doors,‘compelling them to 
go along. 

The thousands of Poles waiting out¬ 
side the church hissed the soldiers as 
they appeared with their prisoners, and 
all of a sudden five red flugs were 
raised In the midst of the masses. No 
one knows who raised them, probably 
men In the pay of the police did so, to 
give the latter opportunity for using 
force. 

As the emblems of revolution floated 
In the air, the Chief of Police shouted 
“Fire, Are/ *and the soldiers fired a 
volley. The outraged people responded 
at once, killing thre policemen. Then 
followed a regular battle, the Social¬ 
istic leaders maneuvering their men 
with rare skill to avoid being shot. At 
the same time the people standing at 
the windows and on the balconies of 
adjneout houses began to take sides, 
firing revolvers and bottles at the po¬ 
lice. It Ib even said that several bombs 
were thrown. 

The buttle lasted from 12 to 4 o’clock. 
Hundreds were wounded, how many 
were killed it Is Impossible to ascer¬ 
tain. The police refuse to say and 
many corpses were carried away by 
friends. Nether will the police say 
how* mnny^Sersons were arrested. “Be¬ 
tween two and three thousand,’* said 
one official to the Courier-Journal cor¬ 
respondent. The Russian telegraph 
agency’s report that the Jews started 
the riot is not true. Only one Jewish 
organization took part In It. and that 
after the battle had almost been de¬ 
cided. 

GRAFT ARRANGEMENT 


Between Hungarian Ministers of 
State and Cunard line. 

[Corrcapondonce of the Courier-Journal.] 

Budapest, Nov. 30,-^Joseph Gottlieb, 
llvingon Dessewffy street, told the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal correspondent what fol¬ 
lows. “My sister In New York sent 
me a steamer via ' the Bremen line. 
Though correctly addressed. It was not 
delivered. Instead the police informed 
me after much delay that they hhd 
confiscated the letter and ticket. 'We 
cannot give you the ticket until you 
secure a pass, and that you w ill be un¬ 
able to do,’ said the Captain of police. 
However, I did secure the pass. When 
I showed it to the police, 1 was told 
thnt my ticket was still undeliverable, 
as I was entitled to emigrate only via 
Flume, that is by the Cunard line." 

Gottlieb, being a poor man, has no 
redress against the powerful ring of 
Ministers of State, that bargained with 
the Cunard Nne to compel all Hunga¬ 
rians to emigrate via its vessels to the 
exclusion of all other lints. The dicker 
between the Ministry and the steam¬ 
ship line is the most bare-faced graft 
arrangement ever perpetrated. Tweed 
himself could not have conceived a 
more brazen arrangement to rob the 
many for the benefit of the few. 

Not only are people brow-beaten and 
coerced to patronize the Cunard line to 
swell the grafters* rake-off, they are 
directly Importuned to emigrate by the 
obnoxious enforcement of certain laws 
The peasants are driven fix>m the soil 
to enable the Ministers to collect the 
rake-off. In Beperrrber 22. 948 passes for 
emigrants were issued, in addition 5.- 
000 more Hungarians emigrated without 
passes by skipping the .frontier. This 
makes them liable to prosecution if 
they ever show their faces again In 
Hungary, for the Ministers think they 
ought to have made five florins a piece 
out of them. 

FRANKING PRIVILEGE 


Brings Deluge of Mail On President 
of French Chambers.

Paris, Nov. 30.—The French President 
of the ’Chambers not only enjoys me 
franking privileges of h!s own person 
but all individuals writing to him on 
busineas of state may do sV without 
affixing a stamp. A Paris paper, fight¬ 
ing for lower postage, utilized this pro¬ 
vision and attached to a recent Issue 
two post cards addressed, to the Pres¬ 
ident, which subscribers were asked to 
sign and drop In the next letter-box 
uns* nnred. The post cards contained 
a petition for reducing letter postage 
from 15 to 10 centime* When about 
10,000, unfranked card* had been depos¬ 
ited the post-office officials got excited 
and refused to accept any more. Rut 
the Postmaster General quickly taught 
them their duty and all hands worked 
overtime. The President received iqo.- 
000 post cards within foriy-eight hours.

It is a chef 
d’oeuvre of the Government printing 
office And a thing mf remarkable Intrin¬ 
sic os well as classic value. It’s a 
shamie there are not enough to go 
around. Congress will have to authorize 
the issuing of another edition. De¬ 
mands for the book began almost twro 
years ago, as soon os Congress decided 
upon an appropriation for its publica¬ 
tion. The entire edition was exhausted 
promptly upon its .ipj»earance aJ week 
or two ago, almost as exhausted as 
the Congressmen with its distribution 
on their hands and consciences.

In 1815, Hays of the volume:. "A more 
beautiful or precious morsel of ethics 
I have never seen. It Is n document In 
proof that I am a real Christian, that 
18 to say. a disciple of the doctrines of 
Jesus.” And again, he wrote: r have 
performed thin operation for n own 
use, by cutting verse by verse out of 
the printed books, paring off the am- 
phibollgi8ms and arrilhging the matter 
which is evidently only the words of 
Jesus, and which Is a« easily distin¬ 
guished as diamonds In a dung-hill.” 
In another letter Mr. Jefferson dis¬ 
claimed any Intention of publishing the 
little compilation, saying: ”1 not only 
write nothing on religion, but rarely 
permit myself to speak of It.”

The exact words spoken fifty years 
ago In Rome by the Pope pronouncing 
th A Immaculate Conception, which 
was celebrated In Louisville and every¬ 
where last week, were these: 

"We declare, pronounce, and define, 
that the doctrine, which holds that the 
blessed Virgin Mary, at the first instant

Bensons for the present scarcity of 
candidates for the ministry were held 
In this conference to he: The openings 
In business life: the decay of home re¬ 
ligion; the doctrinal conditions in many 
bodies: the decline of ministerial an 
rhority; the opposition of parents; the 
different standards by which minis 
ter*, as distinguished from other men 
are supposed to live; and the feeling 
that opportunities In the mtnistrj* are 
few. because of denominational crowd 
Ing. The remedies suggested for the 
conditions lacked. In the opinions of 
many, practicability. It was suggest¬ 
ed that sermons should he preached 
cnlling upon parents to give their chil¬ 
dren for the ministry; that college 
presidents and professors should urge 
students to the work: thst theological 
seminaries should not require a definite 
statement (if belief from entering stu¬ 
dents: and that the church should pray 
for workers. The situation Is admitted 
to be grave, and further conferences 
will he held to consider it.

READY TO FIRE IF RUSSIANS 
ATTEMPT A SORTIE. 
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The World’s Finest Imitations—which proved the sensation of the 
World’s Fair at St. Louis—carried off the highest honors and attracted the attention of millions— 
are now offered for the first time to the people of Louisville. 



THE SEVASTOPOL PULLS OUT! 


Tnkto. Dec. 10. 11 a. m.—It is reported 
here that since the commencement of 
the bombardment of 'the Russian fleet 
In Port Arthur harbor the Japanese 
military observers on 203-Metre Hill 
have not seen anything of the Russian 
fleet of torpedo boat destroyers and it Is 
presumed It has taken shelter behind 
Laoti mountain. 

The Japanese fleet lying off the en¬ 
trance to the harbor is constantly on 
the alert In anticipation of an attempt 
being made by any of the Russian war¬ 
ships to escape and seek refuge, in som .3 
neutral port. 

The commander of the Japanese naval 
guns at Port Arthur reported at 0 
o’clock Friday night ns follows: 

"Our bombardment to-day resulted in 
five hits on the Pobleda and seven on 
the Bayun, sotting her on fire and caus¬ 
ing a twenty-flve-degree list to port. 
She threatens to keel over at high tide. 
The upper decks of the Retvlxon and 
Poltava are submerged to the foot of 
the conning towers. 

"The Pallada is listing considerably 
to port and the Pobleda to starboard, 
both exposing their hulls below the 
water line. At high tide a portion of 
their upper decks seems to be sub¬ 
merged. 

"The Perasvlet at high tide has her 
stem walk and foretop piece tubes sub¬ 
merged. 

"The Giliak Is lying close to land, 
rear the ADUthem bare of Peiyu moun¬ 
tain.

WhKtaker went be- j 
fore Magistrate B. J. Ferguson arid 
swore out a warrant against Haynes, 
who had already been arrested and al¬ 
lowed to go on h!s own recognizance by 
*’apL Clegg. Haynes was seen wearing 
th'' shoes and Schaefer was suspected 
of having some connection with their 
di.wtppenranee. Schaefer was taken be¬ 
fore Assistant Superintendent Barnard 
and there accused Haynes of stealing 
•the shoes. 

When Hnynes drove in with his wag¬ 
on he was taken off and held a prisoner 
umtii Officer Johnson could be summon¬ 
ed. In the wagon a second pair of 
shoes, ltnen low cuts, that had been 
F*iit In by some relative or friend of a 
convict, wer* found, which Haynes said 
he got from Schaefer. The story Haynes 
tells is that he traded tobacco to 
Schaefer for both pairs of shoes, the 
convict making him believe they were 
his personal property. 

It is against the rules of the Institu¬ 
tion to give convicts tobacco and 
Haynes would hav#» been shut out for 
this offense, but the action was mode 
th* more serious by accepting the 
shoes. He says he had no reason to 
kr ow that Schaefer had been given the 
brngans by the State. Haynes and 
.m haefer are both out of a Job at this 
t me, the former being locked out. and 
*h'* latter locked up in the solitarv for 
punishment. 


BACK IN CONFINEMENT. 

HJrsm Sills Has Long Term Ahead 
of Him. 

After having escaped from a mob and 
later on from Jail, Hiram Hills was re¬

ABE MTNISTEB TERAUCHI AND 
GEN. KUROPATKIN. 


THEY MET FIRST IN PARIS. 


An Exchange of Swords As Presents 
Between Them On the Eve 
of War. 


[Correspondence of the Associated Press.J 

Tokio. Nov. 8.—Ati Interesting story 
of the great struggle at arms between 
Japan and Russia lies In a long-eetab- 
11 shed personal friendship between Gen. 
Terauchl. Minister of War of Japan, 
and Gen. Kuropatkin. commander- in¬ 
ch lef of the Russian armies In Man¬ 
churia. and nn exchange of swords as 
presents between them on the eve of 
war. 

Kuropatkin and Terauchl met th 
Paris twenty years ago. Terauchl, 
then a Major, was military attache to 
the Japanese legation In the French 
capital, ami Kuropatkin, a Major-Gen¬ 
eral at that time, went to France to 
observe the military maneuvers. The 
two soldiers met first officially and 
there soon sprang up between them a 
feeling of warm friendship and regard. 
They parted in Paris and did not meet 
until Kuropatkin came to Japan list 
year. The lapse of years had brought 
increased rank and Cabinet portfolios 
for both, and their reunion was an in¬ 
teresting one. 

Events were then moving rapidly 
toward war, but the rupture had not 
come, and the two ministers met as 
friends and freely enjoyed the reunion. 
When Kuropatkin was about to leave 
Japan for home Terauchl presented him 
a Japanese sword, an old blade of the 
finest workmanship and with an Inter¬ 
esting history. When he reached St. 
Petersburg Kuropatkin gave an order 
for the manufacture of a Russian sword 
for his friend Terauchl. It was finished 
and dispatched In December and 
reached the Japanese capital a u'cek 
before Toga’s guns opened fire on Port 
Arthur. A somewhat peculiar thing 
about the Russian sword is that K 
reached Tokio with the blade keenly 
sharpened, a custom followed by offi¬ 
cers as a rule only in time of war, and 
among the few who knew’ of the exist¬ 
ence of the weapon there has been 
much discussion as to why it was 
sharpened. The sword Is a handsome 
weapon. 

Despite the gulf that divides the two 
peoples, despite the faqt that th^ir sol- 
dle:s and skill are pitted in a gigantic 
struggle. Terauchl speaka fondly and 
respectfully of his old soldier friend. 
Indeed, throughout all Japan Kuropat¬ 
kin is held In distinct respect by Che 
people nt lar ge _

Looking Into Finances. 

The Finance Committee of the New 
Albany Oomnrqn Council, John H. Mr- 
Qu:iddy chairman, has been examining 
the books of the c-Ky In order to arrive 
a.t some Idea as to the probable revenue 
for the coming year. After considerable 
work. Mr. McQuiddy and the other 
members have made a comprehensive 
resume of the city's condition. An ex¬ 
amination of the books shows the fol¬ 
lowing totals of valuations: 

Assessments and lots, $3,469,513: as¬ 
sessments of Improvements, $3,048,875; 
personal. $1,194,055; corporations, $779,- 
830; ttrtal. $9,492,275. 

At the rate of taxation now in effect, 
$1.25 on the $100 valuation, together 
with the poll Tax. the city next year 
win hove a revenue from taxation, if 
collected, of $106,856.42. Tn addition to 
this revenue in taxes there are to be 
added the fees received from liquor li¬ 
censes and other sources. The commit¬ 
tee Is of the opinion that by carefully 
administering the affairs of the city, 
this revenue will be ample for its neces¬ 
sities. An effort will be made to realize 
within the next two months from some 
part of the vast amount of delinquent 
taxes owed to the city and the law, In 
regard to the collection of these delin¬ 
quent tbxes, will be rigidly enforced.

Pretoria. Dec. 10.—The funen>1 train 
bearing the body of former President 
of the Trnrurvaal Republic Kruger, ar¬ 
rived this afternoon and nn imposing 
ceremony attended the removal of the 
coffin from tlv* tiain to the hall where 
the body will lie in state. The hearse, 
which had been specially constructed 
for the occasion, was escorted by a 
uniformed bodyguard, composed of 
former members of the Boer artillery 
and police. Preceding the precession 
w**re Gens. Botha, Bmirts, DeWet and 
other Boer leaders, who were followed 
by the town counci tors and burghers. 

The streets ulong the line of the fu¬ 
neral march were lined with thousands 
of spectators who pnld respectful hom¬ 
age to the dead President. Flags 
throughout the city were at half mast 
and many buildings were draned In 
mourning.

A schedule com- 
piled ft year or two ago by Prof. K. G. 
Lexter. of the University of Illinois, after 
receiving full replies from over 10 ft of our 
leading colleges in response to blank cir¬ 
cular* he had sent the presidents of th.se 
colleges, shows that In ten years about 22 ,- 
7*» hoys had p.aycd football. That of this 
great number 654 had been slightly injur¬ 
ed and eight seriously Injured, a number 
so small In proportion to the hosts cn- 
to “oonstkute practically n neg¬ 
ligible quantity.”

Yet we hear no outcry 
against them, nor does the number of 
participants in them decrease. Recall for 
a moment tht casualties that occur dally 
In bicycling and automobile riding or 
hunting, and how few are engaged In 
these sports compared to the number who 
play football.

He said to-day that ho did not 
think the major leagues would Indorse the 
demand of the minors for more pay for 
players drafted and the limiting of the 
draft of one man from each team. Mr. 
Herrmann, who leaves for New York to¬ 
morrow, In an interview said: 

“The indications ore that the National 
l»agive wHl next week Instruct Presi¬ 
dent Pulliam to vote against the minor 
league request on Che drafting price of 
players at tho meeting of the National 
Committee with the minora In January. 
Tto plan for an Interchange of game* 
with the American League also will lie 
an Important subject for discussion, and 
1 feel certain that this matter will be 
favorably acted upon. There will be a 
long discussion of rules, but I feel that 
f»*w. If any, changes W'iil he made. I 
will meet President Dreyfus*, of the 
Pittsburg Cl lib. Monday to look Into the 
affairs of the Philadelphia dub. In which 
we L>th ore stock holdera. Tho reorgan¬ 
ization has placed the club on a sol.d 
tools. and It looks as though prosperity 
ehoulfl stride the guakot City next sea¬ 
son. 

“The major leagues would probably not 
halk on tho Increased price, but they 
don't Ilk© the Idea of being limited to one 
man.

• Xpert to be succetsful. Corhett, a* the 
recent content proved, was .no exception. 

Th* result of the bout, however, viewed 
from another standpoint, will doubtless 
bv a good thing for the sport. Th© light¬ 
weight class ho* long been In dispute. 
Britt. Corbett. McGovern. Hanion. Her¬ 
rera. Yatiger and now Nelson have been 
masquerading ns featherw’elght*. Any 
boxrn* who can no? srai,* below 135 pound* 
must be satUfled to be classed a* a 
lightweight, for that 1 * where he belongs. 
Tn© winner of the Britt-Nelson contest 
should meet Gans. who In Bill! the ; ght- 
welght champion, and the winner of that 
bout will have hi* hand* full for many 
month* to come.

City Solicitor Denman has filed with the Ru- 
preme Court at Columhut. O.. an appeal from 
the decision of the Circuit Court of Lucas 
county tn the universal franchise car# which 
the city of Toledo I* urging against the To¬ 
ledo Railways and Light Company.

"The lost tableware such a« knives, 
forks and spoons on a diner amount to 
a neat little sum at the end of each 
month.and cut down the profit consid¬ 
erably. The lost silver is not really 


w'oinen who are being served. It is re¬ 
markable how many articles of |Able- 
w'are are stofati each month from the 
diners. Cream mugs, ladles, spoons of 
all sizes, knives und Turks are regard¬ 
ed as legitimate prey by those who pay 
for a meal and the passengers do not 
hesitate to put one or more articles in 
their pockets. 

"Some of them take the articles for 
souvenirs of the trip they are taking, 
while others steal them outright. I 
know of one diner which lost eighty 
pieces of tableware in one month, and 
this is expensive business for us. I 
happen to be connected with a railroad 
aiul Jn this way I found out something 
about the lost table articles. The re¬ 
sult of the continued stealing is that 
on many of the roads the plan has 
been adopted of holding the waiters 
personally responsible for all articles 
which an* lost or stolen. We pay the 
men a little more, and the responsi¬ 
bility makes them- more watchful and 
careful. They count up knives and 
forks now. nnd it is not so easy to 
stea 1 them us It was once. Perhaps 
the waiters got some of the things, but

A boy, more than twenty years of 
age. acknowledged a? her son. bears 
the name Emil Hoover, or Chadwick. 

She has exceptional powers of silence, 
seldom granting an interview, and nev¬ 
er save with an attorney present. 

She has splendid courage, which, like 
her mental! resourrcfulne«s. has never 
failed her—not even when h*r peculiar 
financial operations became the talk of 
two continents. 


HER CAREER. 


.k n : 


NOWN in Woodstock. Ont.. where 
she was born In 1859, as Elizabeth, 
or Lydia. Blgley daughter of an illit¬ 
erate railroad section boss. 

Arrested In Woodstock in 18«9 for 
forging the name of Reuben Kip to o 
note. Tried and acquitted on the 
ground of Insanity. 

Married about 1880 to C. L. Hoover, of 
Cleveland. 

Disappeared from Woodstock shortly 
after her acquittal, and was not again 
heard of there until 1889, when she re- 
turned and reported that she was mar¬ 
ried and living In Cleveland. 

During these ten year? she lived in 
Cleveland. In Superior street, with a 
Mrs. York, who, she claimed, was her 
sister. 

Most notable tendency at this time 
was for raising large surra of money. 

This she did by mortgaging and 
pledging Mrs. York’s furniture, using 
various aliases, among which was that 
of “Alice M. B^?tede.” 

quarreled with Mrs. York some time 
before 1889, and moved away from the 
Superior-street neighborhood. 

Married November 21, 1889. to Dr. 
Walter Springsteen. who«e sympathies, 
she had aroused by tales of her troubles 
and by representations that she was 
the heiress to vast estates in Canada. 

Separated from Dr. Springsteen one 
month after the marriage. Dr. Spring¬ 
steen obtained a divorce In October. 
1893 

Next heard of In Erie Pa., and Buf¬ 
falo, N. Y., under the name of “La 
Tbise." practicing in those cities as a 
clairvoyant. 

Returned to Cleveland after a few 
months carrying the name “Scott** and 
taking tip her home with a woman 
named “Hoover." 

Appeared in Toledo, O.. in 1890. where 


she was known as Mme. Lydia de Vere, 
mesmerist, clairvoyant and hypnotist. 

Arrested in Toledo in 1890 for forging 
the name of Richard Brown, aged fi¬ 
nancier and member of the firm of 
Cleveland, Brown Co., of Youngs¬ 
town. O.. to note* aggregating $40,000. 
(Personality of Brown and Beckwith, 
her latest dupe, are reported to be re¬ 
markably similar). 

At the time of her arrest claimed that 
she was Florida G. Blj’the. Florida G. 
Blythe being a prominent and wealthy 
woman of Cleveland. 

Convicted in Toledo of forgery on the 
testimony of Joseph Lamb, a promis¬ 
ing young business man. who had ne¬ 
gotiated the sale of the forged notes. 
Rnd sentenced to a long term of Im¬ 
prisonment in the Ohio State peniten- 
tiarj’ at Columbus. Lamb claimed that 
he had been hypnotized by the wom¬ 
an. 

Paroled from the penitentiary In 1893 
by Governor (afterward President) 
William McKinley. 

Reappeared in Woodstock. Ont.. fti 
1894, giving her name as "Mrs. C. L. 
Hoover" and her residence as Cleve¬ 
land . 

Shortly after this, recognized by De¬ 
tective John Manley, of Toledo, who 
had arrested her in 1890, as she drove 
up to the HoTlenden House. Cleveland. 
In a magnificent equipage Recognition 
was mutual, the woman thanking the 
detective for the courteous manner In 
which he had treated her while she 
was his prisoner. 

Married In 1896 to Dr. Leroy S. Chad¬ 
wick. who was a widower. The mar¬ 
riage took place In Pittsburg None of 
Dr. Chadwick’s friends knew the wem- 
an until h<» introduced her as his wife. 

Went to the Chadwick residence at 
Euclid avenue and South Genesee 
street io live, and Immediately began 
the series of extravagant dealing? and 
foolish expenditures that brought on 
the exposure.

DR. VERNON SENTENCED 
TO MISSOURI PENITENTIARY. 

Convicted At Hannibal of Bribery In 
Connection With the Selection 
of Post-office Sites. 


Hannibal. Mo, Dec 10.—Dr. J. B. 
Vernon, of St. Louis who was yester¬ 
day convicted on three counts of brib¬ 
ery in connection with the selection of 
post-office sites In Missouri titles, was 
to-day sentenced to the penitentiary 
for three years In the .United States 
District Court. Judge Adams over¬ 
ruled a motion for a new trial. Nothe 
of an appeal was given and Vernon 
was taken to St Louis to perfect the 
appeal. Hi.« bond was fixed at $10 000 
The case of Charles L. Blanton. «jY the 
j United States Treasury Department, 
1 indicted on a similar charge, was con¬ 
tinued until next May. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 10.—Into the cloud 
of mystery which envelopes both the 
Identity and the finfanci.il operations of 
Mr?. Cassie L. Chadwick, who is 
blamed for the failure ot the Citizens' 
National Bank of Oberlin, and who 
Is said to owe more than $ 1 , 000 , 000 , 
enough light has been thrown to reveal 
In part the traits of one of the strang¬ 
est lives of the time. 

With the outward show of Immense 
wealth fh? has succeeded in borrowing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars upon 
mysterious securities. Meanwhile she 
has scattered her w aMh with a prod¬ 
igal hand, living like a princess and 
spending fortunes for costly gewgaws 
for her few* acquaintances. 

Linked with her name.in the greatest 
sensation in the history of Ohio appear 
the names of Andrew Carnegie and 
other wealthy and influential men. 
Carnegie It is both claimed and de¬ 
nied, I? her Indorsor to the extent of 
half a million dollar*. The steel ktng 
denies ever having hoard her name; 
srhe remains mysteriously silent. 

But the truth of the Chadwick cave is 
bound to come to light now that a Fed¬ 
eral receiver has been appointed, to taki 


t 


charge of her estate and reveal the se¬ 
cret of her dealings. 

The extent of Mrs. Chadwick’s finan¬ 
cial operations is believed to he only 
fairly wel* knowm. The means by which 
ahe secured great loans is an enigma, 
r.or Is Dt known of how* many she hns 
secured money. Not since Mme. Hum¬ 
bert stirred all France by securing 
la sunder the pretense of b ing worth 
millions ha* th£ world been so thrilled 
by the strange financial operation* of 
a w*oman.

Chadwick and Cassie L. Chadwick 
has been established by the Rev. Dr. 
A. H. Jolly, pastor of the Concord Pres¬ 
byterian church. In Pittsburg. Dr. 
Jolly says he is a cousin of Dr. Chad¬ 
wick and officiated at the wedding, 
which was held In the Hotel Anderson 
In Plttfthurg In February. 1896. 

"I married Dr. Chadwick in Pitts¬ 
burg." the Rev. Mr. Jolly says. "It 
was a quiet wadding nnd no fuss was 
made about it. Dr. Chadwick is a 
cousin of mine, and to the beat of my 
knowledge is now* in France.

"I do not believe that Mrs. Chadwick 
ever represented herself as the daugh¬ 
ter of Andrew Carnegie as has been 
said hre. 1 have no doubt whatever 
that Mrs. Chadwick Is entirely inno¬ 
cent of the charges made against her, 
and that time will tell. Any story that 
she has passed herself off as a daughtei 
of Mr. Carnegie Is, I think, very 
wrong. She la of French extraction.

Was Known As Mrs. Hoover. 


When Mr*. Chadwick married Dr. U 
S. Chadwick, in 1896. she was Mrs. C. 
L. Hoover, a West Side woman and a 
reputed widow. After her marriage 
she went to live at the family home 
of tlie Chadwicks on Euclid avenue in 
th*> most aristocratic part of the city. 
She has her own automobile and car¬ 
riages and a retinue of servant*. 

Now* it appears that Mme. Devere. 
who was convicted of forgery nearly 
fifteen years ago and served time for 
the offense, was also once known as 
Mrs. Hoover, the name under which 
Mrs. Chadwick married Dr. Chadwick. 
But Mrs. Chadwick denies that she is 
Mme. Devere. and President Beckwith, 
of the Oberlin bank, declares that Mrs. 
Chadwick is a woman of spotless rec- 
• rd that there were two Mrs. Hoovers, 
ind that Mrs. Chadwick Is not the one 
inr dated with the record of Mme. De¬ 
vere. The life story’ of Elizabeth Blg- 
ky. alias Mme. Lyiia Devere. alia* 
Mrs. Hoover, stranger than fiction, has 
been brought Into light again by the 
suit against Mrs. Chadwick. Elizabeth 
Blgley was bom In ^’oodstock, Ont., 
forty-seven years ago. !er father wag 
Daniel Blgley. n plain, honest, hard 
working man. He is now dead. 

Elizabeth Blgley. afterward known 
to fame as Mme. Devere, when a viva¬ 
cious. pretty girl of twenty-three years, 
was arrested on a charge of forgery. 
The defense made for her at the time 
was that she was insane. The Jury 
found that she committed the offense 
charged, but that, os she was Insane, 
she was not accountable for her ac¬ 
tions, and It therefore declared her not 
guilty. 

Elizabeth Blgley then left Woodstock 
and came to the United States. She 
bobbed up from time to time in various 
transactions under different names. 
Among these were the names of Lydia 
Scott. Lydia CllngO. Mrs. Bagley and 
Mrs. Dr. Hoover. A peculiar thing 
about her various difficulties was the 
plaint of her various dupes that she 
had powers of hypnotism which made 
her Irresistible. Finally, as Mme. De¬ 
vere, she located in Toledo.

Dec. 10.-[Spe- 
clal.]--As deeply as the city ot 
Detrlot and St. John's p.iriah 
will regret the loss of the Rev. 

C. E. Woodcock. D. D., recently elected 
to the bishopric of Kentucky, p rhaps 
no other class will feel his absence a* 
much as the little childm. Dr. Wood* 
cock has always been a friend ot the 
little tots, and boys and girls alike 
have made him the sharer In their 
Joys and woes. To him they have car* 

Tied the story of their successes and 
their difficulties with the certainty that 
In him they would find a sympathetic 
friend. A story that Is now going the 
rounds in Detrlot illustrates the hold 
that the new bishop has on the hearts 
©f the little folk In Detroit. 

A few' day's ago, and not long before 
the publication of Dr. Woodcock's letter 
of acceptance, he was stopped on the 
street by a ragged newsboy', who had 
read of the election and of Dr Wood¬ 
cock’s doubt w'hether to accept the 
proff^r^d elevation, and asked earnedly 
If he* ini . <>d to leave Detrlot. 

"I hivv.Vt y*t decided, my little 
man," suiii h doctor, k.'dly, “but w hy 
do you ask?” 

“Jest because.you have always been 
good to me and I h.ve to think of not 
Bering you again.” replied the little 
street merchant. 

In his par.sh the children are accus¬ 
tomed to go to Dt. Woodcock for coun¬ 
sel and advice. ’‘You know," he often 
remarks to his friends, "that the chil¬ 
dren of to-day are the men of to-mor- 
row\ and we can't do too much for 
them." 

Under his regime the boys and young 
men have been encouraged to tsk* an 
Interest In all outdoor sports and It Is 
no Infrequent sight in the summer time 
to see the reverend gentleman in his 
shirt sleeves playing a game of b.Ul 
with his young parishioner*. 

There are GOO children In St. John’s 
church Sunday-school, with George 
Swift In charge as superintendent.

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A LITTLE GERMAN TOWN SUPPLIES WORLD WITH TOYS. 
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lOYDAND Is not down on the maps, but he who searches for It w ill find 
It In the heart of Germany In the little principality of Melningen. 
Sonneberg. near the Thurlnglan forest. Is Its capital, and supplies dolls 
to half the world. Sonneberg Is also a town with a history’. When 
the Fourteenth century opened It had already won for Itself municipal 
rights and sent large quantities of w’oo den wares to Nuremberg Jahrmarket 
Before that century’s close It had a guild of Its own, und It continue** 
through the years the development of the toy-making branch which has made 
Its productions known In all civilized countries. 

A century ago a new era came to Sonneberg. A workman adapted papier 
macho to the use of the toy trade, and In so doing revolutionized his call¬ 
ing. Before that the use of the materials employed had demanded skill 
and therefore an apprenticeship; but any one could do the work required b\ 
the npw material, and so by degrees the whole population of the towoi wa> 
pressed into service. To-day the town’s 12,000 Inhabitants are all In the doll 
business. Those who do not make dolls sell them, and those who do neither 
are in the cradle. Five large firms control the trade, and. with a few com¬ 
mission houses, are the main sources through which $13,000,000 worth of toy* 
yearly find their way to market. There are sample rooms In Sonneberg with 
12,000 to 14,000 sample toys, and many a drummer setting forth from the town 
carries In his sample books 3,000 to 4,000 pictures of the productions of hi* 
firm. 

• • • 

The Making of a Doll. 

Simple us a doll may appear at first sight, the making of one is a com¬ 
plicated process, and at one stage or another more than eighty workers arc 
employed in the task. First, certain workmen make the heads and limbs b> 
cutting them out of wood Or by molding them of papier mache; then other? 
arrange the head and limbs In flat, wooden boxes, which are put near th* 
stove or In the sun to dry. and after that others dip them Into a basin con 
talnlrig red dye to give them the flesh-llke appearance. More deft workmen 
who do nothing else from year's end to year’s end, paint lips and hair, If th^ 
last be merely Indicated by paint, and finally the eyesetter takes the doll’» 
head in his hand and fits It with a p*lr of eyes. These eyes are of glast 
blown dut of a tube held over a strong flame, and a skilled workman cat 
make 1,000 a day. There are two kinds—round ones. If the doll Is to star* 
the world In the face, and oval ones. If she Is to go to sleep nqw and then. 






The eyeinan sits at a bench, with bits of lead, glue and tar In front of him 
and a thousand eyes In open drawers around him. Each pair Is attached to 
the ends of a wire, spectacle fashion, and If It Is desired to make them mova¬ 
ble two little bullets are melted to make the weight. Nice skill Is required 
to strike a balance, for the slightest variance will make a cross-eyed dolt. 
When the eyes have been adjusted to the cavities and the brace tarred, time 
s given for the glue and tar to set, after which the head Is plunged Into a 
white bath that gives the eyes the brightness of belladonna. Then the doll 
rets her brows and lashes from a painter. 

Perhaps more dolls with china bisque heads are made than of any other 
•lass. The mass out of which china heads are made consists of china, clay, 
luartz sand, feldspath and kaolin. These materials are put Into Iron drums 
ind mixed, ground between flint stones and wetted. The mixture is filled 
nto hollow gypsum forms, and remains long enough to allow part of the 
aass to settle on the Inner surface of the mold and become firm. The re- 
nalnder is poured out again, and the gypsum forms, which consist of two 
iarts. are removed so that ti\e china heads In their unfinished state are left, 
tefore they have become quite hard all roughness Is removed from the sur- 
ice, and the spaces for the mouth and eyes are cut out. Next the head? 
re exposed In ovens tu an Intense heat for about three days; they are then 
minted and placed for a few hours Into another kind of oven, so that th* 
mint is burned In. 

Whether th** doll's head be of china bisque or papier mache. the flnfsh- 
ng touches are the same In both cases. When the head leaves the brow and 
ish painter It is sent to the hair dresser to receive the wig. The hair dress- 
*r put? a dab of glue on the crown of the head, picks up u wig, draws It 

veil over the temples and with a comb and scissors racks out the curls and 

'•rlrt’ps and shapes the bangs. Chet^p dolls have !• > be punched In the head 
vltli an awl to admit the knotted end of the wig. Then the scalp Is pasted 
>ver the glue and the hair combed In shape, where It sticks. Meanwhile. 
>y processes no less Interesting, a body Is making for the waiting head. 
This body Is of shirting, stuffed with sawdust or excelsior. Boys shape the 
leek and shoulders. Jab holes In the four corners of the body for the arms 

ind legs, tie slip-knots in the cords for the Joints and make the connections 

ittaclilng the limbs, after the sockets and pits have been soapstoned for easy 
irticulation.

Last of all. old men set the heads to the bodies, and then the dolls go In 
eglments to the dressmaking department. There the forewoman cuts out the 
lothing, rolls It up In little bundles of a dozen suits each and distributes 
hern to the seamstresses, who work with such quickness that, if the dolls are 
common lot. a single worker will make a hundred dozen slips without once 
rcaklng her thread. The dresser gathers up the garments as they are fin- 
shed. carries them to the new-made dolls lying In willow cradles, and In an¬ 
other moment they are ready for their Journey Into the world. 

Thus 300,000.000 dolls are born every year In Sonneberg. Some of Die 
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purts, however, come from remote quarters. The hair used In dolls’ wigs, for 
Instance/comes from the tall of the Angora goat, which Is sent from Spain 
to Paris, and then to Munich, where girls make It Into wigs, while the dolls’ 
eyes come from the little village of Lanscha. a few miles from Sonneberg. 

It should he added that, aside from the making of dolls, a score of nearby 
hamlets contribute to the toy Industries of Sonneberg. 

The villagers of Neufang array anlnulls and flowers In fitting furs and 
feathers; toy ships large and small are the chief product of Hammern, and 
hobby horses of Elsfeld, and wooden guns are made In Schalkau and Ehnet. 
while other towns produce rattles, wagons, trumpets, whistles and Noul/s 
arks In great quantities. 

If Sonneberg Is the capital. Nuremberg In Bavaria Is the metropolis of 
Toyland. Ages ago Nuremberg was a great toy center, and It still retains un 
ibsolute supremacy In the math:*** of tin, lead and other metal toys. But. 

’ bile the toys of Sonneberg are mainly made by hand, Nuremberg turns out 
"Idlers, swords, railroad trains, fleets of ships and models of machinery, 
nude In factories equipped with all modern appliances. Thus manual labor 
* to a great extent supplanted by machinery, and the fiOO workmen employed 
n the making of lead toys alone are able to turn out ltKi.OOO lead soldiers a 
hay. A single Nuremberg factory makes 3.000.000 gross of playthings every 
year. Men and women operate the machines, and skilled workmen put In the 
lock work that makes grasshoppers walk and turtles creep. Boys assist In the 
vork of fitting the various parts and girls do the rest. Horses are born with 
hoes on their feet and men on their backs, and before there Is time for them 
to kick up their heels and run away they are plunged In a red bath, chucked 
into a hot oven, pulled out again, stabbed with a punch, strung on a wire and. 
lo! you have i merry-go-round sure to warm the heart and stir the blood 
of any youngster in the world. It takes Just one minute In this wonderful 
shop to turn out a nfrtle warranted *'to go“ In any nursery, but three rrten 
ind thirty-seven girls have had a hand In its creation. 

A score of thousand strangers find their way to Nuremberg yearly, bnt 
the visitor who receives the warmest welcome In the quaint old town Is the 
toy buyer from America, * His visit falls between February and April of each 
year, and may be said to determine next season’s fashions in Toyland. for h* 
appears in Nurembe** with notebook filled with suggestions and sketches for 
new designs. Indeed, it would make the eyes of a layman open In wonder to v 
see some of the models he produces for special orders—a doll with a cut [n 
her cheek to be filled with a dimple; half u jumping Jack with a monocle in 
tls eye and hla leg In a top-boot; an engine and railway on stilts, suggestive 
»f an elevated train; a doll's folding bed done In cards with , pins for screws 
md nails for weights, and other designs without number, tacked, plhfievp 
minted, whittled, clipped and trimmed for amendment and Improvement, 
The American buyer not only wants the best that Is to he had In Toyland; ne 
vants something new each year, and, as he buys more goods than all the other 
gents combined, he always lias his Way.
